THE Sovereign - who bows to no 
one - drops his head deep in love 
and reverence for his mother. 

A family grieves like any other - except 
that they are having to gather their 
thoughts in the gaze of the whole world. 

And one of the greatest monarchs in our 
thousand-year history lies at rest beneath 
the oldest crown in the kingdom - the Crown 
of Scotland. 

This was the extraordinary scene last night 
as all four of the Queen’s children came to 
stand vigil over her coffin in the spiritual 
heart of her Scottish capital. 

As twilight fell and St Giles’ Cathedral 
glowed in the candlelight, a kilted King 
Charles III led his sister and brothers to the 
chancel of the great sandstone ‘High Kirk’ 
where Her Majesty lay on a catafalque of 
Scottish oak. 

There, they each took up a position at a 
corner of the coffin, bowed their heads and 
stood on sentry duty for almost 15 minutes. 

Behind them, members of the public 
silently filed past as they paid their respects,

not wanting to disturb what was both a 
sacred and a private moment. 

Here was a King paying homage to a 
Queen, a son honouring a mother and a man 
leading an entire nation in sorrow. 

This royal tradition, once an all-male affair, 
had never previously included a Princess. 
But then Anne is no ordinary Princess. 

It has long been customary that when a 
great national hero lies in state, guards 
stand vigil by the coffin, rotating in watches 
at regular intervals. 

After the death of George V, his sons 
stepped in on the night of January 27, 1936. 
There was no place for Princess Mary in 


those days. Long-remembered as the Vigil of 
the Princes, the same family tribute was 
repeated in honour of Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother in 2002. On that occasion, 
her four grandsons - Princes Charles, 
Andrew and Edward plus Viscount Linley - 
stood guard at Westminster Hall. 

Last night, the Princess Royal looked every 
inch the part as she joined her brothers for 
the wordless ceremony. Members of the pub- 
lic had been queuing since first light to gain 
entry to the cathedral to pay their respects. 
There was no possibility of booking an entry 
time. You just had to take your chances and 
be thankful if you managed to get in. Even

luckier were those people who shuffled their 
way around the block and through the cathe- 
dral to bow their heads only to spot four very 
recognisable faces standing guard. There 
could be no dawdling, though. With people 
lining up to come here all through the night 
and up until this afternoon, mourners were 
told to keep moving, not bring bags or flow- 
ers and - very firmly - not to take snaps. 

Looking on were the Queen Consort, 
proudly wearing the thistle brooch given to 
her by the late Queen, and the Countess of 
Forfar (the Wessexes become the Forfars 
when north of the border).

THE new Prince and Princess of Wales could 
tour Australia early next year - and may 
even take their children. 

It is understood the Palace is looking at 
plans for Royal Family members to travel to 
as many realms - countries where King 
Charles III is also head of state - and leading 
Commonwealth nations as possible next 
year. They would formally accept condo- 
lences on the death of the Queen. 

William and Kate toured Australia in 2014 
with a baby Prince George. 

It came as New Zealand prime minister 
Jacinda Ardern said the country will not 
look to become a republic in the wake of 


the day after escorting their mother from 
the Palace of Holyroodhouse for the service 
of thanksgiving. Flanked by the Royal Regi- 
ment of Scotland and the Royal Company 
of Archers, they processed at a steady pace 
up the hill past the largest crowds anyone 
could recall here. 

Ten or even 20 deep they pressed against 
the police barriers. It all depended how wide 
the pavement was at any given point. I tried 
to make my way a few yards along the Royal 
Mile squeezing behind the throng two hours 
before the start. I had to give up and find a 
back route. 

One or two people clapped, one or two

shouted ‘God save the Queen’ as the coffin. 
One man screamed something at the Duke 
of York (and was later floored by angry 
onlookers). Another was arrested after a 
largely incomprehensible outburst, 
prompted not by republican sentiment it 
turned out but by an Australian television 
crew blocking his view. 

The most striking aspect of the royal pro- 
cession was the choice of royal uniform - or, 
rather, lack of it in the case of the Duke of 
York. The Palace made it clear that only 
‘working members’ of the family would be in 
military dress. So, the King was in his field 
marshal’s ceremonial uniform, the Princess

the Queen’s death. 


Royal was dressed as an Admiral of the 
Royal Navy and the Earl of Forfar was 
dressed as the Honorary Royal Colonel of 
the Wessex Yeomanry. 

Though he was the only one to have fought 
for his country, the Duke of York - or Ear! of 
Inverness as he becomes in Scotland - was 
wearing morning dress. He was wearing his 
military medals but equally painful for him 
will have been the fact he could not wear the 
regalia of the Orders of the Garter and the 
Thistle, like his siblings. Such is the penance 
he must continue to pay for his past associa- 
tion with the monster Jeffrey Epstein. 

Inside the cathedral, the Queen’s coffin 


was borne through the congregation by sol- 
diers from the Royal Regiment of Scotland 
and placed on the catafalque. 

Every strand of Scottish public life had 
been waiting here for the best of an hour, 
along with the new prime minister Liz Truss. 
She was seated next to the First Minister, 
Nicola Sturgeon. The two women had a cor- 
dial handshake. 

Here were politicians past and present 
(former prime minister Gordon Brown and 
former Liberal Democrat leader Lord Steele 
among them), charity workers, royal chums,

Salvation Army workers and medics. Here, 
too, were the ‘Honours of Scotland’. The 
Scottish Crown Jewels may not boast the 
carat count of the famous treasures we see 
in the Tower of London. But they are older 
than the English collection (which is a 
replacement set for everything flogged off 
during the English Civil War). 

The Hereditary Bearer of the Crown of 
Scotland, the Duke of Hamilton, processed 
in with a crown first made for King James IV 
of Scotland. It was his duty to place the 
Crown on the coffin. To ensure this was done 
with the appropriate dignity, a set of steps 
was brought forth for the 44-year-old duke. 

Here, too, were other seldom-seen holders 
of precisely the sort of ancient, high-born 
offices which make Scottish nationalists 
and socialists grind their teeth. So we saw 
the Hereditary Bearer of the Royal Banner 
of Scotland (the Earl of Dundee) bearing 
his standard alongside the Saltire held by 
the Hereditary Bearer of the National Flag 
of Scotland (the Earl of Lauderdale). 

Afternoon sunshine beamed through the 
west windows of the cathedral. All was airy 
and light within. We were repeatedly

reminded that the Queen loved being a 
member of two churches - the CofE down 
south and the Church of Scotland here. 
And the subtle differences added to the 
unique atmosphere of the occasion. This 
might be a cathedral but it has no bishop. 

Welcoming us all, the Minister of St Giles’, 
the Rev Calum MacLeod, observed: ‘Here 
John Knox confronted Mary Queen of 
Scots, here Oliver Cromwell preached.’ I 
don’t think we’ll be hearing his name men- 
tioned at Westminster Abbey next week. 

In his homily, the Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Church of Scotland, 
Dr Iain Greenshields, likened the Queen to 
an Old Testament sovereign: ‘Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth began her reign, like King 
Solomon, by asking for wisdom, something 
that she demonstrated in large measure.’ 

He, too, reminded us how she liked differ- 
ent services in different places: “The Supreme 
Governor of the Church of England, she wor- 
shipped in the Church of Scotland when 
north of the border. She perceived little diffi- 
culty in belonging to two churches and 
appreciating the strength of each.’ 

There was a beautiful Gaelic version of 
Psalm 118, accompanied by a harp. How- 
ever, the real throat-gulper was when we 
rose to sing The Lord’s My Shepherd set to 
music usually known as Crimond, after the 
Aberdeenshire village where it was com- 
posed. Princess Elizabeth chose it for her 
wedding in 1947. She loved it for evermore. 


Prince Andrew

THERE was a scuffle in the crowd yes- 
terday as Prince Andrew was heckled 
during the procession. 

A protester shouted ‘Andrew, 
you’re a sick old man’ at the Duke of 
York, who was forced to step back 
from royal duties after paying mil- 
lions in an out-of-court settlement to 
Virginia Roberts, who had accused 
him of sexual abuse. 

He did not admit any liability and 
vehemently denied her claims. 

Furious mourners yanked the 22- 
year-old heckler backwards yester- 
day, dragging him to the ground and 
shoving him out of the dense crowd 
lining the street before he was led 
away by police officers. 

Police Scotland said he was arrested 
over ‘a breach of the peace’. 

Andrew did not stop as he was walk- 
ing behind the Queen’s coffin. 

In another incident, a woman with 
signs saying ‘Abolish the Monarchy’ 
and ‘Not My King’ outside Parliament 
as the King addressed MPs was 
escorted away by police. 


Not since the Union of the Crowns in 1603, 
surely, have we seen such a quintessen- 
tially Caledonian succession as this one. 
King Charles ITI is the first monarch in four 
centuries to accede to the throne on Scot- 
tish soil. Scotland has given his mother the 
most magnificent send-off. It now passes 
the baton to London. 

Tonight, Her late Majesty will be carried 
past her Scottish subjects for the last time 
en route to Edinburgh Airport (with the 
Princess Royal at her side). She will then 
return to Buckingham Palace ahead of her 
funeral. ‘May flights of angels sing thee to 
thy rest,’ as the King put it so beautifully 
last week.

STOICALLY marching 
shoulder to shoulder, the 
Queen’s four children were 
united in grief yesterday as 
they walked in a poignant 
procession behind their 
beloved mother’s coffin. 

Appearing side by side in age 
order, the siblings were led by 
King Charles III, as Scotland 
gathered to bid its final farewell 
to the Queen. 

Alongside him was the Princess 
Royal, followed by Prince Andrew 
and Prince Edward. 

The Duke of York was the only 
one of the children who wasn’t in 
military attire for the historic 
parade - having been stripped of 
his titles amid sexual assault alle- 
gations earlier this year, which he 
strenuously denied. 

Despite the controversy, Prince 
Andrew yesterday played a key 
public role in one of the major cer- 
emonial events to mark his moth- 
er’s death. Palace sources said it 
was ‘out of the question’ for the 
disgraced duke to be excluded. 

A solemn silence fell over Edin- 
burgh’s most famous thoroughfare 
as the newly appointed King led 
his three siblings in the poignant 
march. Thousands gathered along 
the cobbled Royal Mile - some for 
many hours. 

They perched on walls, peered 
from windows, held their mobile 
phones aloft and craned their necks 
over the thick crowds to catch a 
glimpse of the historic moment. 

The Queen’s coffin was departing 
the Palace of Holyroodhouse, her 
official residence in Scotland, for 
the final time to travel to St Giles’ 
Cathedral for a thanksgiving serv- 
ice in her honour. 

Draped in the royal standard and 
adorned with a wreath, the coffin 
was carried out of the palace as 
bagpipes were played and King 
Charles watched on in silence. The

BORIS Johnson has 
said the Queen was 
‘bright’ with ‘extraordi- 
nary’ focus in their final 
meeting just two days 
before her death. 

Mr Johnson met the 
Queen in Balmoral to for- 
mally resign as prime min- 
ister to make way for Liz 
Truss on September 6. 

In an interview with the BBC 
last night the former prime 
minister said: ‘The last audi- 
ence I had with her - one of 
the reasons that it was so 
shocking... to hear about her 
death was because in that 
audience she had been abso- 
lutely on it - just two days 
before her death.’ 

He added: ‘She was actively 
focused on geopolitics, on 
UK politics, quoting states- 
men from the 1950s. It was 
quite extraordinary.’ 

Asked if the Queen seemed 
well, Mr Johnson hesitated 
and replied: ‘She seemed very 
bright, very focused. 

‘Look, she was clearly not 
well and I think that was the 
thing that I found so moving 
when I heard about her death 
two days later - I just thought 
how incredible that her sense 
of duty had kept her going in 
the way that it had. 

‘Given how ill she obviously 
was, how amazing that she 
should be so bright and so 
focused - so it was a pretty 
emotional time.’ Mr Johnson

said he felt ‘this slightly inex- 
plicable excess of emotion’ 
when he heard that the Queen 
had died. 

‘Speaking entirely person- 
ally, for me it was a colossal 
thing,’ he told the BBC.

ences with Mr Johnson and 
Miss Truss, the Queen post- 
poned a virtual Privy Council 
after doctors ordered her to 
rest after her ‘full day’. 

Mr Johnson was also asked 
during the interview if he was 
ever too busy to attend his 
weekly audience with the 
Queen. But he replied: ‘No, 
you must be joking,’ and went 
on to describe his regular 


meetings with her as ‘a fantas- 
tic break from everything else’ 
and ‘a wonderful moment of 
tranquillity’. 

He said ‘just about every- 
thing under the sun’ was 
discussed at the audiences, 
but that he never spoke 
about Partygate. 

‘Because of her great sense 
of constitutional function she 
never got into that sort of con- 
versation,’ Mr Johnson said. 

‘She was really absolutely 
focused on what she saw as 
the important issues. It’s a 
very trusting environment, 
the audience with Her Maj- 
esty. So that never came up.’ 

The ex-PM was also asked 
whether Charles would be dif- 
ferent as King to the Queen. 

‘I don’t know that he will 
necessarily will be different in 
a fundamental way,’ Mr John- 
son said. 

He described the succession 
as ‘absolutely flawless’. 

Mr Johnson also used the 
interview to repeat his call for 
the late Queen to be known as 
‘Elizabeth the Great’ because 
of the ‘sweep of progress’ over 
the past 70 years. 

‘That’s why I think she 
should be Elizabeth the Great, 
by the way, because look at 
what happened to this coun- 
try in her reign,’ he said. 

“The immeasurable advances 
in prosperity and opportunity 
and longevity, whatever your 
metric is.’ 

The Queen’s death was 
announced at 6.30pm on 
Thursday, but Buckingham 
Palace gave no cause - saying 
only that she ‘died peacefully 
at Balmoral’.

And as they slow-marched through the silent streets 
of the Scottish capital, it brought to mind another 
September funeral a long time ago. 

The deaths of Elizabeth II and Princess Diana may 
be a quarter-century apart, but many watching this 
melancholy progression were reminded that the ritu- 
als of royal death remain the same. 

On that morning in 1997, it was the Windsor men 
who walked through London behind Diana’s coffin. 
Many years later, Prince Harry would claim that the 
ordeal damaged him for life. 

He has been vocal with his criticism that no child 
should have been asked to do what he did, to have 
his ‘grief observed by thousands of people.’ 

He was just 12 years old at the time, and looked tiny 
and vulnerable in his grown-up lounge suit. Perhaps 
he is right - and we certainly live in more enlightened 
times when it comes to the provision of mental health 
safeguards for all ages. 

Yet different standards are demanded of royal 
mourners. If grief is the price we pay for love, as the 
Queen once famously said, then public exposure at 
times of peak personal grief is an unfortunate part of 
the royal bargain.

(BBC1). We all know that is true 
and also not true, but it was a nice 
bit of treacled tact from a 
broadcaster not always known for 
his diplomacy. 

Undaunted, burly Andrew 
marched onwards past the whisky 
bars and the fudge shops of the 
Royal Mile, his bare head and plain 
clothes a mark of disgrace and a 
symbol of the riven relationship 
with his family and the narrowing 
of his life as a royal. 

Did he deserve such a public 
walk of shame? It is hard to 


imagine it is what his mother 
would have wanted. 

Earlier in the programme there 
had been interviews with ordinary 
Scots who had met the Queen. It 
was absolutely lovely. 

There was a man called Hector, 
an engineer on the Forth Road 
Bridge. A secretary who was 
invited to the opening of the bridge 
just because she was a local.

THE Crown of Scotland (left) 
placed on the Queen’s coffin 
while it was lying in rest in 
Edinburgh, is the oldest part of 
the royal regalia. 

Solid gold and weighing 3lb 100z 
(1.64kg), it was made in 1540 from 
an earlier version which was 
melted down and refashioned 
with additional Scottish gold 
mined in Lanarkshire. 

It was commissioned by James 
V of Scotland and first worn in 
1540 at the coronation of his sec- 


ond wife, Mary of Guise, as queen 
consort. It is decorated with 22 
gemstones and 20 precious 
stones and 68 Scottish pearls. 

The crown is the centrepiece of 
the Honours of Scotland, which 
are the oldest crown jewels in 
Britain and among the oldest in 
Europe. It has been used in cere- 
monies to represent the sover- 
eign’s presence. 

It will return to display at Edin- 
burgh Castle when the Queen’s 
coffin is moved to London today. 


ALMOST half of Britons 
have shed a tear over the 
death of Her Majesty, a 
survey suggests.

MOURNERS face a 30-hour queue to 
file past the Queen’s coffin —- prompt- 
ing fears thousands will miss the 
chance to pay their respects. 

A million people could descend on the 
Palace of Westminster during the four- 
and-a-half day period of Her Majesty’s 
lying in state. 

Members of the public will be able to 
walk around her coffin in Westminster 
Hall - but the line could stretch back an 
incredible five miles. 

Families were warned to consider if children 
would be able to stand in a queue for such a 
long time before deciding whether to bring 
them to take part in the historic scene. 

Officials are preparing for 3,000 people an 
hour to file past the coffin, meaning about 
328,000 in total over the 109 hours between

When can I see the 
Queen’s coffin? 


The Queen’s closed oak coffin will be 
lying in state in Westminster Hall 
from 5pm tomorrow. The hall will be 
open to the public 24 hours a day 
until 6.30am on the day of her funeral 
- next Monday. But officials have 
warned that people in the queue may 
have to wait up to 20 hours with plans 
to manage 325,000 mourners in total 
- around 3,000 people an hour. 


How can I see it? 


Full details of the queue will be 
published at 10pm today, but it is 
expected to stretch from Parliament’s 
tourist entrance at Cromwell Green 
down Millbank, across Lambeth Bridge 
and loop back on the other side of the 
Thames past the Covid Memorial Wall. 
Security staff have said the queue is 
likely to be miles-long, potentially 
stretching to Tower Bridge. 


What will the queue be like? 


The Government has stressed that the 
queue will continuously move with no 
‘camping’ allowed. But it is understood 
those in the queue will be given 
numbered wristbands to indicate their 
position, allowing them to leave and 
come back for ‘comfort breaks’. 
There will be portaloos along the 
route and crowd control infrastructure. 
It will be open to the disabled with 
step-free access throughout.

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What should I take with me? 


Official guidance is to dress 
appropriately for the weather and 
occasion. You should bring food 
and drink, a power bank for your 
phone if required and any essential 
medication. Food should be eaten 
before you enter Westminster Hall. 
Flasks or water bottles - except 
clear bottles which must be emptied 
of their contents before the 
security search - are not allowed 
inside the hall. 


What can’t I bring? 


Banned items include flowers, 
candles, soft toys, photos, banners, 
flags, hampers, blankets and folding 
chairs. There is also a strict one bag 
policy - it cannot be over 40cm x 
30cm x 20cm - when entering 
Westminster Hall. This must have 
One simple zip opening to allow 
people to move more quickly 
through the security check. A bag 
drop facility is available but capacity 
is limited.

What will the security 
checks be like? 


Visitors will go through airport-style 
security to check for banned items. 
Queue-jumpers and anyone drunk will 
be removed by stewards and police 
patrolling the lines. 


What are etiquette rules? 


You will not be allowed to film, 
photograph or use your phone in the 
security search area within the Palace 
of Westminster. On entry to the palace, 
you should remain silent. The 
Government has urged people to ‘dress 
appropriately for the occasion to pay 
your respects’ and banned clothes 
‘with political or offensive slogans’. 


Can children be taken to 
the lying in state? 


Ministers asked parents to think 
carefully about whether to take 
children with them,depending on their 
age and if they will be able to manage 
the waiting and standing required. 


What will it look like? 


The coffin will be draped in a royal flag 
- expected to be a personal standard - 
and will rest on a raised platform called 
a catafalque, flanked by a military 
guard around the clock. A crown and 
other regalia are traditionally placed 
on top of the sovereign’s coffin. Each 
corner of the platform is watched 24 
hours a day.

Monarch uses 

first Parliament 
address to vow:

KING Charles addressed Parlia- 
ment as monarch for the first 
time yesterday, saying he ‘felt the 
weight of history’. 

Speaking in the ancient surroundings 
of Westminster Hall, the new King said 
he would ‘faithfully follow’ the example 
of ‘selfless duty’ set by his mother. 

Hundreds of MPs and peers, including Liz 
Truss, Boris Johnson and Sir Keir Starmer, 
packed into the hall to hear the King pledge 
to maintain the ‘precious principles of par- 
liamentary democracy which lie at 
the heart of our nation’. 

His Majesty was visibly moved as the audi- 
ence of around 1,200 senior figures sang God 
Save The King. In a short speech, he said: ‘As 
I stand before you today, I cannot help but

CHARLES once again turned to Shake- 
speare for a poignant tribute to his 
late mother, describing her as ‘a pat- 
tern to all princes living’. 

After MPs and peers had expressed 
their condolences, the King said their 
addresses ‘touchingly encompass 
what our late sovereign, my beloved 
mother the Queen, meant to us all’. 

He added: ‘As Shakespeare says of 
the earlier Queen Elizabeth, she was 
“a pattern to all princes living”.’

Westminster Hall, built in 1097, has a long 
association with royalty. The Queen made 
several addresses here - most recently in 2012 
on her Diamond Jubilee - and from tomor- 
row it is where her coffin will lie in state. 

King Charles reminded parliamentarians of 
his mother’s pledge at the age of 21 to devote 
her life to the service of the nation —- a vow he 
said she had kept with ‘unsurpassed devo- 
tion’.

Commons Speaker Sir Lindsay Hoyle hailed 
the Queen as a ‘symbol of stability’, adding: 
‘We know you will bear those responsibilities 
which fall to you with the fortitude and dig- 
nity demonstrated by her late Majesty.’

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EARING the state trum- 
peters let rip, at full parp, 
in ear-splitting crescendo 
is a sound that provokes 
a heart-pumping, chest- 
swelling sense of emotion.

The atmosphere in the ham- 
mer-beamed Norman hall was 
now bristling. Hundreds of 
members of both Houses had 
crammed inside to be part of a 
moment in history. As the King 
made his way down the aisle, 


some MPs nodded their heads 
in respect. Others, such as Tory 
MP Simon Hoare, launched 
themselves into a deep bow. 
Prime Minister Liz Truss was 
seated alongside Labour leader 
Sir Keir Starmer and the SNP’s 
Ian Blackford. Blackford had 
chosen to wear a kilt for the 
occasion, revealing a pair of legs 
whiter and pastier than two 
pints of gold-top milk. An explo- 
sion of custard-coloured hair at 


the front of the hall betrayed 
the location of Boris Johnson. 
He had been seated next 
to Theresa May. Tactful. Not. 
The two ex-PMs barely 
exchanged words. 

And, good Lord, was that the 
noted revolutionary Jeremy 
Corbyn sitting down? It most 
certainly was. 

Meanwhile, standing to atten- 
tion on the hall’s steps were a 
clutch of Beefeaters trussed 


up in their magnificent livery, 
white plumes swishing, their 
ceremonial swords clinking 
with every movement. 

The King and his Queen 
Consort eventually took their 
seats on a pair of pink thrones 
— the first time they have 
beenso seated since the Queen’s 
death. Camilla grinned nerv- 
ously, the diamonds on her pearl 
necklace twinkling like Long 
John Silver’s gold tooth. We 
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heard first from the two Speakers. 
Lords speaker Lord McFall paid 
tribute to the late Queen, whom 
he described as a ‘leader of her 
people, and a servant of them too’ 
whose humility had ‘commanded 
respect and captured the imagi- 
nation of peoples and nations 
across the globe’. 

His Commons counterpart Sir 
Lindsay Hoyle, resplendent in a 
gold and black robe and a raffish 
white cravat, observed in a well- 


judged contribution that the 
Queen’s death had been ‘felt 
around the world’. (Incidentally, I 
spotted Camilla and Sir Lindsay 
chatting outside afterwards. My 
betting is the Queen Consort 
enjoys tuning into the ding-dongs 
each week at PMQs.) 

The King looked on, his face a pic- 
ture of quiet contemplation as he 
perched almost languidly in his 
throne. 

No doubt he is exhausted, emo-

Then, addressing both 
Houses from a gilded lectern, 
Charles confessed he felt the deep 
gravitational pull of his 
surroundings. 

‘As I stand before you today, I 
cannot help but feel the weight of 
history which surrounds us and 
which reminds us of the vital par- 
liamentary traditions to which 
members of both Houses dedicate 


yourselves with such personal 
commitment, for the betterment 
of us all,’ he said. 

He spoke slowly and precisely, a 
theatrical pause here and there. 
Effort had obviously been put not 
just in his speech’s composition 
but in its delivery too. 

He thanked those present for 
their tributes to the Queen. And, 
just as he had in his moving and 
memorable address to the nation 
last Friday, he turned to Shake- 


speare to express his feelings 
towards his mother, the Queen. 

‘She was the pattern to all 
Princes living,’ he said, a 
quote from Henry VIII used to 
describe Elizabeth I. 

As Charles resumed his seat, 
those trumpeters struck up again 
and God Save The King rang out. 
It was the first time it had been 
sung in his presence. And let the 
record show, it was belted out in 
the most resounding fortissimo.

CANCELLING proposals to 
transport the Queen’s coffin 
by Royal Train will deny huge 
numbers of people the oppor- 
tunity to pay their last respects, 
it was claimed last night. 

Under plans leaked in 2017 for 
the eventuality of the monarch 
dying at Balmoral, codenamed 
Operation Unicorn, she was to 
make her final journey by rail. 

It was expected that the train 
would travel slowly through as much 
of the country as possible on its way 
from Scotland to London, allowing 
the public to say goodbye from plat- 
forms at railway stations or at view- 
ing points along the line. 

Instead, however, under a different 
contingency plan known as Opera- 
tion Overstudy, the Queen’s coffin

will tonight be flown to the capital 
on a military aircraft ahead of her 
lying-in-state at Westminster Hall. 
No official explanation has been 
given for the U-turn, with some 
experts speculating it could have 
been the result of security concerns 
about protesters blocking the line or 
health and safety fears for crowds 
trying to catch a glimpse of the train 
— although royal insiders say it was to 
avoid disruption to other rail users. 
But last night rail industry figures 
and MPs said the move will deny 
many - particularly those who can- 
not easily travel to the capital - the 
opportunity to pay their respects. 
One northern MP said: ‘My constit- 
uents have written to me to say 
they’re disappointed. They would 
have liked to have said goodbye.’

Routes to run 
24 hours a day 


RAIL bosses were last night draw- 
ing up plans for 24-hour train serv- 
ices into London in the run-up to 
the Queen’s funeral next Monday. 

Capacity could be boosted by 50 
per cent on some lines. Transport 
chiefs are expecting demand on 
railways and roads in the capital 
to be ‘unprecedented’. 

Plans were still being finalised last 
night, but Southeastern is one 
operator set to run 24-hour serv- 
ices. Most lines normally stop oper- 
ating shortly after midnight and do 
not re-start until 5am to 5.30am. 

A rail source said: ‘There will be 
24-hour services on some routes 
by some operators. 

‘Specific details will be on jour- 
ney planners by Wednesday.’

HERE is just time to 
change the mistaken deci- 
sion to fly Her Majesty’s 
remains from Edinburgh 
to London today. I do so 
very much hope that somebody 
realises how much better, more 
ceremonious, more reverent and 
more fitting it would be if she 


returned to the capital by train. 
We have seen, during the past few days, 

how the people of Scotland came to stand 

by the roadside as she was driven from 


stand a lot of waiting but the 
prospect of being herded, 
corralled and patted down by 
jobsworths seems to me to be 
the opposite of the spirit of this 
country. And for most people, 
London is far away, inhospitable, 
vast and expensive. 

While it is impossible for a royal 
funeral train to travel fully round

the country, it would give far 
more people the opportunity to 
mark the passing of a beloved 
monarch and of an era. 

This is not a new idea. After 
the assassination of Abraham 
Lincoln in 1865, his coffin was 
carried by train around much of 
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Our hero: Churchill’s coffin is loaded on at Waterloo 


the U.S., drawing gigantic 
crowds of reverent mourners, 
who lined the tracks in cities 
and countryside alike. Those 
who saw it pass always remem- 
bered it. The poet Walt Whitman 
wrote an astonishing poem 
about the journey, entitled When 
Lilacs Last In The Dooryard 
Bloom’d. One passage runs: 

Coffin that passes through 
lanes and streets, 

Through day and night with 
the great cloud darkening 
the land, 

With the pomp of the inloop’d 
flags with the cities draped 
in black, 

With the show of the States 
themselves as of crape-veil’d 
women standing, 

With processions long and 
winding and the flambeaus 
of the night. 

A little over a century later, in 
June 1968, the body of another 
murdered American leader, 
Robert Kennedy, was taken by 
train from New York City to 
Washington DC. The pictures 
taken from the train by the pho- 
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tographer Paul Fusco are astonish- 
ingly moving: rich and poor, black 
and white for once mingled 
together, old men and children, 
young men and their girlfriends, 
saluting police officers and fire- 
men, praying nuns, the whole of 
America, cram the station plat- 
forms or stand patient and respect- 
ful on grassy embankments. 

At North Philadelphia, mourners 
linked arms to sing the ‘Glory, glory 
Hallelujah’ chorus of the Battle 
Hymn Of The Republic as the

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21 carriages rumbled slowly by. 
One passenger recalled: ‘In the 
marshlands of northern Jersey, 
hardened workers stood atop 
trucks with their hands placed 
over their hearts. One man knelt in 
prayer by the trackside.’ 

Many of those aboard stood by 
open windows to hear the crowds 
singing and (sometimes) crying as 
the train went by. It is impossible 
to know, but two million people 
may well have watched it pass. All 
had waited long hours (the train

was four hours late by the time it 
arrived in Washington, but what 
did that matter?) and I doubt 
whether anyone who was there has 
ever forgotten it. It is one of the 
events of the century that I wish 
very much I had witnessed. 

But this sort of thing is not just 
for Americans. The same is also 
true of the last journey of that titan 
of Britishness, Winston Churchill. 
After his vast triumphal procession 
through the London he saved, the 
old man’s coffin was carried aboard

a train by ten soldiers from his own 
first regiment at Waterloo Station 
(Paddington would have made 
more sense, as the train was bound 
for Oxfordshire, but Churchill had 
chosen this starting point 
specifically to annoy France’s 
General de Gaulle, who had so 
many times annoyed him). 

The dark green veteran steam 
engine Winston Churchill had been 
saved from retirement and the 
scrapyard to do this one great task. 
Once again, as it gathered speed,

those aboard the train were 
impressed and moved to see how 
many thousands came to line 
platforms, bridges and trackside 
fields to say a final, silent farewell. 

As Jan Morris recorded on the 
moving last page of her book about 
the end of Empire, Farewell The 
Trumpets: ‘They put the old 
statesman’s body reverently on a 
train, for he was to be buried in the 
family churchyard in Oxfordshire: 
and so as dusk fell, with white

steam flying from the engine’s fun- 
nel, and a hiss of its pistons 
through the meadows, it carried 
him sadly home again, to the green 
country heart of England.’ 

I think there is a reason why 
these events proved so powerful 
and memorable and that is why 
we, too, should take the chance to 
focus national grief, mourning and 
love in a way that will help to bind 
a sorrowful people. The passing of 
a motor car, however grand and 
polished, simply lacks the power, 
drama and beauty of the long- 
awaited passing of a great train 
headed by a mighty locomotive. 

In this country, the web of 
railways still reaches much of the 
nation and allows incalculable 
numbers of people to travel 
reasonable distances to say a final 
goodbye to a person who has 
symbolised goodness, peace and 
order among us for 70 years. 

Could we not, even at this last 
moment, have a change of plan? 
This is the greatest goodbye, outside 
our own families, most of us will ever 
express. Please, whoever is in charge 
of these arrangements, give us the 
chance to do so in person. 
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Biggest 
policing 
challenge 
in British 
history

SCOTLAND Yard’s new Commis- 
sioner yesterday said masterminding 
the Queen’s funeral will be the biggest 
security operation in British history. 

On his first day in office, Sir Mark Row- 
ley acknowledged the scale of the task 
ahead as he said his first priority would be 
to enable mourners from all over the world 
to safely pay their respects to the Queen. 

After becoming the UK’s first police 
chief to swear allegiance to King Charles 
III, Sir Mark said he would pour thou- 
sands of officers into the security opera- 
tion to protect the one million people 
expected to descend on the capital over 
the mourning period. 

‘It’s a massive challenge for the Met and 
for me personally,’ Sir Mark admitted. 
‘But we have been preparing for many, 
many years. I have a lot of trust and confi- 
dence in the fantastic police officers who 
are going to support this event and help 
make it safe.’ 

The new Commissioner faces a baptism 
of fire as he takes control of Britain’s big- 
gest police force. Sir Mark has the task of

transforming a scandal-hit force at an 
unprecedented time of uncertainty with a 
new monarch, Prime Minister and Home 
Secretary. But his first priority will be 
masterminding the biggest security oper- 
ation this country has ever seen. 

As Britain’s former head of counter-ter- 
rorism, Sir Mark has years of security 
planning experience. He also led policing 
of the Diamond Jubilee and supported 
security for the London 2012 Olympics. 

Around 10,000 police officers will be on 
duty every day in London in the lead-up 
to the Queen’s funeral. The Met will also 
need extra specialist officers from across 
the UK, including close protection and 
firearms, to take part in the meticulously 
planned operation. And British Transport 
Police is boosting the number of officers 
at main railway stations.

They're for working royals only, says Charles after Philip funeral row

THE Duke of York and Prince 
Harry have been told they cannot 
wear military uniform at the 
Queen’s funeral and ceremonial 


events leading up to it. 


Only working members of the Royal 
Family will be permitted to wear mili- 


tary dress. 


One exception has been made for Prince 
Andrew - when he joins his brothers 
and sister for a final vigil over their moth- 
er’s coffin in Westminster Hall as a ‘mark 


of respect’ for the Queen. 


The decision has been made following an 
extraordinary family row around the Duke 


of Edinburgh’s funeral last year. 


The Mail exclusively revealed that behind 
the scenes Andrew demanded to be 
allowed to wear his uniform as an honor- 
ary vice-admiral of the Royal Navy, despite 
being forced to stand down from public life 


over the Jeffrey Epstein scandal. 


Andrew paid out millions to one of 
Epstein’s victims, Virginia Giuffre, for- 
merly Roberts, who accused the duke of 


raping her when she was 17 - accu- 
sations he denied. 

Around the time of the late 
Prince Philip’s funeral, Andrew 
even went to his mother to ask her 
to back him in the uniform row as 
she prepared to say goodbye to 
her beloved husband. 

After the Mail’s story broke, it 
was announced that all senior 
royals would wear morning suits in 
order to deflect the row - a ruling 
which was at odds with naval hero 


Prince Philip’s wishes. The Duke of 
Sussex, meanwhile, lost his enti- 
tlement to wear a military uniform 
when he quit as a working royal to 
move to America. 

This time King Charles has 
moved decisively at the earliest 
opportunity, ruling that only 
working members of the Royal 
Family will be allowed to wear 
military uniform at the five cere- 
monial events during the period

of mourning, Palace sources con- 
firmed. It is understood that ‘no 
one wanted uncertainty’, so a 
‘policy decision’ was taken on the 
issue early on. 

The monarch, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Earl of Wessex and 
Princess Anne all hold honorary 
roles with multiple regiments 
across all branches of the forces.

Thanksgiving at St Giles’ Cathe- 
dral in Edinburgh, the King wore a 
full day ceremonial uniform in the 
rank of field marshal, the Princess 
Royal wore a Royal Navy full cere- 
monial uniform in the rank of 
admiral and the Earl of Wessex 
sported the Blues uniform of the 
honorary royal colonel of the 
Wessex Yeomanry. 

Prince Andrew wore his morning 
suit with medals and decorations. 


But the King’s decision also means 
that Prince Harry, as a non-work- 
ing royal, will be in a morning suit 
later in the week and for Monday’s 
funeral like his Falkland hero 
uncle. But he will be able to wear 
his medals, including the two he 
earned as a result of tours of 
Afghanistan during a decade of 
service in the military. 

By contrast, his brother, the new 
Prince of Wales, will be in full mili- 
tary dress. 

Prince Andrew will be permitted 
to wear uniform on one occasion — 
the final vigil in Westminster Hall - 
as a ‘final mark of respect’ for his 
late mother. It is likely to be the 
full military dress uniform of a

vice-admiral of the Navy, the only 
military rank he still holds. That 
decision was made for two reasons, 
the most obvious being that it 
would look odd for Prince Andrew 
to be the only person not in mili- 
tary dress standing by his moth- 
er’s coffin. 

But it is understood the King 
also decided to show his younger 
brother, who is still eighth in line 
to the throne, a gesture of kind- 
ness as it would be the last oppor- 
tunity for him to publicly honour 
their mother.

UNKERED down on her 

heels, eyes red-rimmed as 

she studied the floral 
tributes and loving mes- 

sages, the Countess of 

Wessex appeared lost in thought. 
Her deep sorrow was evident in this 
and every other image of her seen in 


the days since the Queen died. 


And it should come as no surprise. 
Sophie and her mother-in-law were so 
close that she had become like a 


‘second daughter’. 


Indeed, after losing her own mum, Mary 
Rhys-Jones, to stomach cancer in 2005 at 
just 71, she had taken to affectionately 


calling the Queen ‘Mama’. 


They spent a lot of time together. Sophie 
and her husband Prince Edward, the 
Queen’s youngest son, live with their two 
children just a stone’s throw away from 
Windsor Castle at Bagshot Park. Walking 
their dogs together was a favourite past- 
time. They also shared a love of military 


history, spending hours poring 


ancient documents in the Royal Archives

at Windsor. 

The seeds of their fond relation- 
ship were sown in 2002 after the 
Queen lost first her sister, Princess 
Margaret, then her adored mother, 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother, 
within weeks. It was such a comfort 
to have another female family 
member in her life. 

The shattering death of her 
beloved Philip last year brought the 
Queen and Sophie even closer, with 
the monarch often inviting her to 
take her late husband’s place with 
her in the back of the car. 

This deep-rooted affection and 
respect explains why, as the Queen’s 
nearest and dearest gathered in 
Scotland last week to mourn her 
sudden passing, Sophie was the 
only non-blood relative — aside from 
Princess Anne’s husband, Sir Tim 
Laurence - who was front and cen- 
tre of the intimate family group. 

For Sophie, 57, has quietly and 
unobtrusively become one of the 
unsung treasures of the Royal 
Family. ‘Sophie wasn’t born into 
aristocracy. She’s always worked for 
a living. 

‘As countesses go, she’s pretty 
grounded. And that’s something 
the Royal Family needs,’ says one 
royal insider. 


HERE is even a swell of 
chatter that Sophie and 
Edward - who are set to be 
made the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Edinburgh in line with Philip’s 
wishes — could be ‘promoted’ to Wil- 
liam and Kate’s second in command. 
How far they have both come after 
the shakiest of starts. In some 
respects, Sophie and Edward were 
the Harry and Meghan of their day. 

Like the Sussexes, they insisted 
on trying to break the mould and 
forge lucrative commercial careers 
—she in PR and he in TV production 
—in tandem with their royal duties. 

Then Sophie was sensationally 
caught up in a humiliating ‘sting’ 
operation engineered by the News 
of the World after talking with a 
‘Fake Sheik’ posing as a potential 
client. Her taped indiscretions 
about senior politicians were 
highly embarrassing. 

For his part, Edward was lam- 
basted for trying to cash in on his 
royal links in his commercial ven- 
tures. Unlike the Sussexes, Sophie 


over 


and Edward wound down their 
businesses and dig in to royals 
duties, rebuilding their reputations 
within the Royal Family. 

The Countess is now the second 
hardest working female royal after 
Anne, and has won plaudits for her 
choice of work on preventable 
blindness and the issue of sexual 
violence in war. 

One senior Whitehall source told 
me that her championing of the 
cause has been ‘invaluable’. 

‘She is not afraid to shy away 
from the questions that need to be 
asked of those in charge and hold 
their feet to the fire,’ they say. 

Baroness Stedman-Scott OBE, 
Under Secretary of State for Work 
and Pensions, speaking to me in a 
personal capacity, has known 
Sophie for 18 years through a char- 
ity helping the long-term unem- 
ployed. ‘When she first came to 
visit us she didn’t want any fuss or 
fanfare and I just told them to 
make sure the place was tidy and 
the toilet was clean. She turned up 
on her own and sat chatting. She’s 
such a natural,’ she enthuses. 

‘She’s also got a great sense of 
humour, too. We attended an 


awards ceremony together and as 
we walked in somebody wolf whis- 
tled [at her]. She just turned to me 
and said, “Was that for you?”’ 

Sophie’s image, too, has changed 
over the years. The short-skirts and 
ill-fitting suits from the High Street 
she favoured as a young PR execu- 
tive were long ago dispensed with. 
In the past decade she has lost 
weight after going to the gym and 
taking up cycling, and has stepped 
up her game in the fashion stakes. 

She has enlisted the help of 
stylist Pandora Delevingne (mother 
of model and actress Cara) and 
now favours collections by Suzan- 
nah London and Emilia Wickstead 
to flatter her physique and English 
rose complexion. 

Indeed, Sophie, privately edu- 
cated from a solid middle-class 
family in Kent (her father is a 
retired tyre salesman) has become 
the real royal deal and what the 
Queen considered to be one of the 
safest pairs of hands in ‘The Firm’. 

‘She fell into her role so brilliantly 
and has been dedicated to doing 
everything right,’ long-term friend, 
Penny Mountbatten, ex-wife of the 
Queen’s cousin Lord Ivar Mount-

batten, told me. ‘At the same time 
as conducting all her royal duties, 
she’s a hands-on mum [to Lady 
Louise, now 18, and James, Viscount 
Severn, 14] and the most loyal and 
supportive friend you could ever 
hope for. Finding the time and the 
balance to do all of that right is 
really quite genius. I think she’s 
just remarkable.’ 


OPHIE, she stresses, has 

a core group of girlfriends 

from her pre-royal days. 

‘She keeps them all very 
close. She is godmother to quite a 
few children and they all feel the 
same, that she is someone they 
can call any time for advice or 
guidance,’ she adds. 

‘Being the Queen’s daughter- 
in-law, and one that has such a 
particularly close relationship with 
her, could have changed her but 
it didn’t. She’s never forgotten 
her roots.’ 

Another friend, jewellery designer 
Belinda Scott, whose daughter, 
Camilla Hadden, was a bridesmaid

married in 1999, agrees. ‘She is a 
fiercely loyal friend who’d drop 
everything to help,’ she has previ- 
ously told me. 

‘You can sit down with her and 
she will focus and sort it all out 
with you. And she’s pretty practi- 
cal and logical.’ 

Sophie is devoted to and fiercely 
protective of her children, having 
endured serious medical complica- 
tions during the birth of Louise 
and an ectopic pregnancy. 

‘She went through a lot to have 
her family and she and Edward 
have never relied on nannies. They 
have always had a rule that, when 
working, one of them is at home 
with the children as far as possi- 
ble,’ Penny Mountbatten says. 

And because the Queen lived 
close by, she got to spend a great 
deal of time with Louise and James 
when they were growing up, often 
watching Mr Tumble on CBeebies 
when they were little. 

Former England cricket captain 
Sir Andrew Strauss has got to 
know Sophie on the school run 
having met through their sons. 

‘Sophie is fully involved with all 
the parents’ WhatsApp groups’, he 
says. ‘It must be such a difficult 
thing when you are involved in 
school stuff as just another parent, 
but on the other hand, you are a 
member of the Royal Family. You 
get the impression they are deter- 
mined to give their children as nor- 
mal an upbringing as possible.’ 

Royal sources tell me that Sophie 
has become something of a confi- 
dante for the new Princess of 
Wales, who sees that Sophie 
admires the way in which she is 
balancing royal duties with moth- 
erhood.

‘The next few years are going to 
be incredibly important for this 
country,’ Mark Foster-Brown, a 
close family friend and chairman of 
the Wessex Youth Trust, told me in 
an interview before the Queen’s 
death.

King must show our 
Union is in safe hands 


IT was an extraordinary and deeply moving 
spectacle. 

The new King, resplendent in military 
regalia, walked solemnly with his siblings 
behind the Queen’s coffin, on its journey 
along Edinburgh’s Royal Mile to a 
thanksgiving service for her remarkable life. 

Ahead of the cortege, a piper from 
Balmoral played a haunting lament. Soldiers 
flanking the hearse wore flashes of tartan. 
Cannons boomed out a sorrowful salute to 
our departed but much-loved sovereign. 

Nobody does pageantry better than the 
British Royal Family, and it was fitting that 
this display of pomp and ceremony was 
rich with Scottish symbolism. 

Elizabeth II adored this proud country, 
and its people adored her. Thousands lined 
the cobbled streets to pay their respects, in 
both appreciation of her selfless service and 
a profound sense of loss at her passing. 

This outpouring of shared grief and 
gratitude has been echoed across Britain. 
As Dominic Sandbrook wrote in yesterday’s 
Daily Mail, ‘from the peaks of the Highlands 
to the coast of Cornwall, we’ve been reminded 
of all the things we have in common’. 

But with our longest-serving monarch 
gone, this is a moment of peril. Those who 
want, for coarse political reasons, to 
splinter this country will be re-energised. 

Separatists in Scotland and Wales will 
seek to exploit the fact there is a relative 
novice on the throne to pile on the 
pressure for independence. Nationalists 
in Northern Ireland will clamour more 
loudly for Irish reunification. 

So on this week’s tour of the four nations, 
King Charles must use his considerable 
diplomatic skills to build on the huge 
goodwill towards the monarchy that his 
mother generated over her lifetime, and 
reassure the public the Union will not only 
be safe, but positively thrive in his hands. 

Of course, the Queen’s own immaculately 
judged intervention in the Scottish 
independence debate in 2014 - that people 
should ‘think very carefully’ before voting 
-is credited with persuading the electorate 
to preserve the UK. Charles — now the very 
embodiment of the Union - must work 
hard to avoid the destruction of history’s 
most successful partnership. 

There are, however, heartening signs that 
it - and the monarchy’s place at its helm - 
has been strengthened by the succession. 

By dying at Balmoral, the Queen’s people 
north of the border have had a chance to 
say their final goodbyes in person. 

An additional lying-in-state in Edinburgh 
means they can grieve for her properly, 
rather than feeling shunned at having to 
peer 500 miles south to events in London. 

Even the SNP has acknowledged over 
these sad few days that Scotland is 
‘absolutely central’ to the UK’s constitution 
- afar cry from its usual grumbling that it is 
a downtrodden nation with no influence. 

Earlier yesterday, Charles addressed MPs 
and Peers in 1,000-year-old Westminster 
Hall. Didn’t it show the unifying power of 
the monarchy that politicians, normally at 
their opponents’ throats, were enjoying 
each other’s company? 

And the ceremony reminded us that we live 
in a parliamentary democracy. The sovereign 
is head of state but sovereignty remains with 
Parliament - an arrangement that has served 
the Union well for more than 300 years. 


Time to change track? 


THE vast numbers of mourners who stood 
respectfully by Scotland’s roadsides to see 
the Queen begin her final poignant journey 
starkly illustrated two things. 

First, the huge affection in which this 
most beloved monarch was held. And 
second, the missteps of the authorities in 
deciding to fly her body back to London. 

Carrying it by Royal Train would have 
allowed many more people to line the route 
and say farewell directly to a sovereign who 
touched all our lives. Is it really too late for 
the funeral planners to change their minds? 
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Queen's loss would 
be fatal for the Union.

OR a perfect illus- 

tration of the chaos 

into which the cause

the Queen, consider these 
two quotations. 

In January, Nicola Sturgeon 
claimed to her fellow MSPs 
that Scotland was being 
treated like ‘something on the 
sole of Westminster’s shoe’. 

It was a typically ungracious 
remark from a woman who — 
however much she imagines 
herself as an international 
stateswoman — often resorts 
to petty political mudslinging. 

Jump forward to the shock 
of the Queen’s death last 
week, however, and Ms Stur- 
geon’s deputy, John Swinney, 
found himself uttering words 
that I never thought I’d hear 
from a separatist’s lips. 

In an interview on Sunday, 
Swinney — an avowed 
nationalist — referred to 
Scotland’s ‘central constitu- 
tional position within the 
United Kingdom’. 


Respect 


He continued that ‘right at 
the heart’ of the Accession 
Council in London was ‘the 
significance of Scotland’s 
place within the Union’. 

Well said that man! 

The truth is that the SNP is 
deeply split on the issue of the 
monarchy — and even they 
cannot deny that Scotland 
plays a key role when it comes 
to such weighty matters of the 
British state as the accession 
of a new King or Queen. 

What’s more, when Scots 
gather around the throne that 
they share with the English, 
support for independence 
seems to wane. This has been 
obvious in recent days. 

Look at the pictures in 
today’s Mail of the Scots who 
turned out in their thousands 
yesterday to line Edinburgh’s 
Royal Mile and pay their 
respects to both their late 
Queen and their new King and 
his family. 

Or consider the extraordi- 
nary scenes on Sunday as, for 
175 miles and over six hours, 


grieving Scots lined the roads 
as Her Majesty began that 
long journey south. 

Scots of all ages and social 
backgrounds rushed to catch 
a glimpse of the hearse carry- 
ing the Queen’s coffin — with 
hardly a protester in sight. 

The truth — which Sturgeon 
and her ilk surely know — is 
that both north and south of 
the border we have witnessed 
a glorious and heartening 
groundswell of love for the 
monarchy in recent days. 

And this shatters the vain 
hopes of those nationalists 
who believed the Queen’s 
death would somehow deal a 
fatal blow to the Union itself. 

The outpouring of affection 
for the late Queen and King 
Charles is a setback for Stur- 
geon and Co, who had — until 
this week — hoped to down- 
play the issue of the monarchy 
in their life’s work to secure an 
independent Scotland. 

Some nationalists support 
the monarchy while others 
donot. Exposing these 
tensions is a crucial approach 
for unionists. 

But supporters of the Union 
should take heart: this week is 
shaping up to be the greatest 
setback for the Scottish 
independence movement in 
a generation. 

Back in 2014, just before 
Scots voted by 55 to 45 per 
cent to remain in the Union, 
the SNP promised that the 
Queen would continue as 
head of state in an independ- 
ent Scotland. 

There was, naturally, wailing 
from some quarters of the 
party that this represented a 
betrayal of the republican 
cause. How could Scotland, 
they demanded, be both 
separate from the Union and 
retain the Crown? 

They betrayed their own 
ignorance, of course. The 
British monarchy long 
predates the political union of 
Scotland and England. 

It was a Scottish king, James 
VI (known as James I in 


England) who was invited to 
sit on the English throne in 
1603, in what became known 
as the ‘Union of the Crowns’. 

The political union — when 
the Scottish and English 
parliaments merged — came a 
century later in 1707. 

So the shared monarchy has 
been an unbroken link 
between Scotland and 
England since the time of 
Shakespeare: a history Britain 
surrenders at its peril. 

What’s more, all the signs 
are that, contrary to what the 
most fanatical SNP activists 
may say, Charles is proving 
just as popular north of the 
border as his mother was. 

Needless to say, most Scots 
recognise that the King’s 
Scottish roots are strong and 
deep. And his devotion to 
Scotland and its people is 
equally fierce — as exemplified 
in 2007, when the then Prince 
of Wales bought and saved the 
great Palladian Dumfries 
House in Ayrshire as a gift to 
the nation. 

Scotland has always been 
deeply special to the House of 
Windsor — and the Scottish 
people appreciate that. 


Kinship 


It is hugely significant, for 
example, that the Queen took 
her last breath in the comfort 
of her favourite home, 
Balmoral Castle. 

Sturgeon, canny as ever, 
recognises all this — and does 
not want to alienate the 
millions of Scots who value 
the monarchy. 

Yesterday, the First Minister 
even conducted the first 
reading at the service of 
prayer and reflection for the 
Queen in Edinburgh’s 
St Giles’ Cathedral. 

But she is playing a difficult 
balancing act. 

The fact is that the longer 
the Scots feel a kinship with 
the monarch they share 
with the UK’s three other 
nations, the more they feel a

subconscious but powerful 
tie to that Union. 

So, in the wake of the 
Queen’s death, how close is 
Scotland to breaking away? 

Earlier this year, Sturgeon 
announced that she would 
fight to hold a second 
referendum in October 2023. 
Aruling by the Supreme Court 
in London on whether the 
SNP has the legal right to hold 
such a contest is imminent. 

If, as seems likely, the court 
rules that the UK’s 
constitution is an issue for 
Westminster, Sturgeon will 
surely face a pivotal — perhaps 
existential — moment for 
her leadership.

Will she concede what she is 
thought to have been told 
long ago by Scottish govern- 
ment lawyers but refused to 
admit publicly: that her 
repeated promises to her sup- 
porters of a second referen- 
dum were worthless? This 
would be political suicide. 

Or will she revert to her 
Plan B, and unilaterally 
declare the next UK general 
election — expected in just 
two years — as a de facto ref- 
erendum on independence? 

Many Scots would not toler- 
ate such fast and loose nation- 
alist game-playing — but her 
desperate position might offer 
her no alternatives. 

Certainly, time is not on 
her side. And the Queen’s 
death has renewed apprecia- 
tion in Scotland for the great 
shared traditions and his- 
tory with our neighbours 
south of the border. 

It was Her Majesty’s mission 
to unite us: to ‘think very 
carefully’, as she put it, 
about independence. 

Yet Nicola Sturgeon seeks 
to divide us. 

The Queen’s last gift to us 
all may be that we witness 
Sturgeon fail.

ON’T worry, this isn’t 
going to be another one 
of those ‘The Queen 
Who Met Me’ pieces.

Nick, an ardent monarchist, was so 
overcome with excitement at meeting 
Her Maj that he actually curtsied. He 
squatted so low that I worried he might 
have trouble getting up again. 

The Queen had that effect on people. 
Even though I’ve never been much ofa 
royalist, it was an honour to shake her 
hand. I remember thinking how much 
she reminded me of my own mum. 
Same height, similar demeanour, some 
of the same facial expressions. 

It was an impression that only 
increased, every time I saw the Queen 
on TV, as they both got older and 
entered their tenth decade. 

Mum was a couple of years younger, 
but they were from the same generation 
and at least superficially cut from the 
same cloth. Although from vastly 
different backgrounds, they shared 
many attributes — love of family 
and country, selflessness and a wicked 
sense of humour. 

Even though my father’s job took her 
to America 46 years ago, Mum never 
gave up her British citizenship and 
made it home as often as she could. 
Like most of those who had endured the 
deprivations and dangers of World 
War II, she admired the Royal Family in 
general and the Queen in particular. 

When Mum died in March, I had to 
dash the 3,800 miles to Detroit. 
Fortunately, I made it in time to spend 
precious hours at her bedside before 
she passed away peacefully. 

So I can understand what the Queen’s 
children went through as they raced to 
Balmoral. At least Charles and Anne 
were with her at the end. 

What made me think back to Nick’s 
reaction on meeting the Queen was 
that picture of Anne curtsying as her 
mother’s coffin was carried into the 
Palace of Holyroodhouse in Edinburgh. 


O MY mind, it was the most 

poignant and moving image 

of the past, terribly sad few 

days. It illustrated a side of 
the Princess Royal that we have rarely, 
if ever, seen before. 

Her face was racked with grief, under- 
standably, after having endured not just 
the difficult days since her beloved 
Mama died, but an agonising six-hour 
road trip behind the royal hearse from 
Balmoral. The Queen had specifically 
requested that the Princess accompa- 
nied her on her final journey, an 
indication of the towering regard in 
which she held her daughter.

It was not the Princess 
to whom we have become 
accustomed over the years.

From the moment my father 
died 27 years ago, my younger 
sister Vivienne became my 
mother’s rock. Her strength and 
stay, so to speak. 

In later years, as Mum’s health 
deteriorated, they moved in 
together. Viv became her full-time 
carer, at the same time as holding 
down a responsible job. When 
Covid kept us apart for more than 
18 months, I was comforted to 
know that Viv was looking after 
Mum, beyond the call of duty. 


K, SO we were sepa- 

rated by nearly 4,000 

miles. But even if Mum 

had lived 400 yards away 
from me in London, I still couldn’t 
have cared for her in the same way 
only a daughter could. 

I’m sure the Queen adored her 
four children equally, but she is 
lucky to have had a daughter with 
whom she shared not only her love 
of horses and the countryside, but 
was also someone who could 
share her more intimate concerns 
and confidences. 

King Charles III knows he can 
depend on his sister’s undying 
support as he faces the multiple 
challenges ahead in his new 
role as sovereign. 

Similarly, I’d like to think that 
my mother’s passing brought my 
sister and me closer together, too. 
I will be eternally grateful for 
everything Vivienne did for Mum, 
just as I am sure Charles hugely 
appreciates Anne’s devotion to 
their dear Mama. 

To have such wonderful sisters is 
to be truly blessed. Just don’t 
expect me to curtsy. 
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Y THE end of World War II, Princess Elizabeth 
was 19. With her chain-smoking father in 
poor health, it was little wonder that, more 
than ever, people now looked on her as 
a monarch-in-waiting. 

And it was hardly surprising, either, that gossip focused on the 
identity of her future husband. With her good looks — let alone her 
pedigree and prospects — Elizabeth was an obvious catch. But as 
a serious, slightly detached girl, she had never gone in for the kind 
of teenage flirtations for which her younger sister 


became famous. 


Only one man ever caught her eye. He was the tall, handsome 
Philip of Greece, five years her senior, whose family had been 
banished from the war-torn Mediterranean country when he was 
a child. For much of his life, Philip had been a royal exile, drifting 


from one European private school 
to another. 

But although most of his 
ancestors were German, he had 
several familial connections to the 
British Royal Family and had 
spent time at schools in England 
and Scotland. 

In the war, he had served in the 
Royal Navy, seeing action in the 
Mediterranean and the Pacific. 

Some courtiers disapproved of 
his turbulent background, direct 
manner and modernising ethos; 
there were snobbish murmurs 
that he was ‘not a gentleman’. 

But as Philip had the backing of 
Elizabeth’s influential cousin Louis 
Mountbatten — who was also his 
uncle — the momentum behind 
the union became unstoppable. 

In the summer of 1946, Philip 
asked George VI for his daughter’s 
hand — and the monarch agreed, 
provided that they waited until 
she turned 21 the following year. 

In the meantime, Elizabeth made 
her first foreign tour, visiting 
South Africa. 

There, on her 21st birthday, she 
gave a memorable radio address 
to the Empire, promising her 
future people ‘that my whole life, 
whether it be long or short, shall

be devoted to your service’. It 
sounded like the standard political 
rhetoric. In fact, it came from the 
heart and, as events were to prove, 
Elizabeth meant every word. 

She returned home to a buzz of 
excitement. Her wedding was 
scheduled for November 20, 1947, 
at Westminster Abbey and, 
although the weather was 
bitterly cold, the day was a 
triumphant success. 

Post-war austerity meant that it 
was less lavish than previous royal 
weddings. Even so, Elizabeth 
wore a Norman Hartnell dress of 
clinging ivory silk decorated with 
tiny pearls, while there were no 
fewer than 11 cakes, with the 
biggest standing 9ft high. 

The couple honeymooned in 
Hampshire and Balmoral, and in 
the first months of 1948, Elizabeth 
became pregnant. 

To many of Buckingham Palace’s 
old guard, her husband seemed 
disturbingly modern. Breezily 
intolerant of cant or humbug, 
Philip had little time for many of 
the tired rituals of royal protocol. 

Later, the Press seized on his 
irreverent remarks on foreign 
tours, even though his hosts 
almost invariably saw the 
funny side. 

Yet Philip’s contribution to his 
wife’s success is beyond doubt. 
He was her partner, her essential 
supporter and her confidant — 
her consort in every sense. 

Like most men of his generation, 
though, he drew the line at some 
things. When Elizabeth went into 
labour in November 1948, her 
husband went off to play squash 
on the Buckingham Palace court. 

Only when she had been delivered 
of a son — Charles — was Philip 
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summoned to congratulate his 
wife and take a look at his heir. 

For the next two years, the little 
family spent much of their time in 
Malta, where Philip was serving as 
a naval officer. In August 1950, 
Charles was joined by a little 
sister, Anne. 

But as George VI’s 
health continued to 
decline, Elizabeth must 
have realised that 
her accession was 
rapidly approaching. 

In September 1951, 
her father was diagnosed 
with lung cancer. 
Elizabeth dutifully agreed 
to tour Canada and the 
US. on his behalf, and President 
Truman hailed her as a 
‘fairy princess’. 

In the New Year she left on 
another tour, heading first to 
East Africa. In Kenya she and 
her husband stayed at 
Treetops lodge, built in the 
branches of a fig tree, 
where she spent the 
evening watching baboons 
and rhinoceroses. 

The next day, on 
February 6, Elizabeth left 
for the Sagana royal 
lodge, in the foothills of 
Mount Kenya. It was there, 
shortly after lunch, that one 
of her party, Mike Parker, 
switched on the radio and heard 
the news from London. 

George VI had died in his sleep. 
At the age of just 25, Elizabeth 
was Queen. Although she never 
spoke of the moment when she 
found out, it must have been a 
terrible shock. In that instant, not 
only did she lose her father, she 
also assumed a responsibility of 
awe-inspiring proportions. 

What astonished many people, 
though, was her unflappable self- 
possession. ‘I’m so sorry, we’ve got 
to go back,’ she said to her officials. 
‘I’ve ruined everybody’s trip.’ 

They flew back to London in 
silence. Every now and again 
Elizabeth left her seat, and some 
of her officials thought she had 
been crying. 

Waiting on the Tarmac were the 
most powerful men in the land, 
including the Prime Minister, 
Winston Churchill, as well as the 
Labour leader, Clement Attlee. 

That night, addressing the 
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After years of grey austerity, 
Britain's dazzling young Queen 
gave hope to a war-weary nation. 
Now, launching a compelling 
new series, historian DOMINIC 
SANDBROOK charts how her 
reign has moulded, reflected 
and embraced a country that’s 
changed beyond recognition 
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nation, Churchill looked 

forward to a new Eliza- 
bethan Age. ‘Famous have been 
the reigns of our Queens,’ he said 
grandly. ‘Some of the greatest 
periods in our history have unfolded 
under their sceptre.’ His words set 
the tone for the start of 
Elizabeth II’s reign. 

Across the world, millions were 
fascinated by pictures of the solemn 
young Queen. 

Churchill, who was besotted with 
his new sovereign, told a friend: ‘All 
the film people in the world, if they 
had scoured the globe, could not 
have found anyone so suited to 
the part.’ 

After years of greyness, 
deprivation and austerity, Britain’s 
new Queen seemed to symbolise a 
better, brighter future. 

Commentators talked of a new 
Elizabethan Age, an age of 


technological innovation and a 
cultural renaissance. 

At Elizabeth’s coronation on 
June 2, 1953, millions lined the 
streets of London, cheering and 
waving their flags despite the 
pouring rain. 

Even more significantly — 
especially for the long-term future 
of the monarchy — the sales of new 
television sets doubled in the 
month before the coronation. 

On the big day, some 27 million 
people watched at least several 
hours of the BBC’s reverential 
black-and-white coverage. It was a 


national spectacle like no other. 
Perhaps no public event in British 
history ever captured the popular 
imagination like the coronation. 
Sales of flags, banners and 
memorabilia went through 
the roof. 

The day even gave the country a 
new national dish — coronation 
chicken, an Anglo-Indian recipe 
invented especially for the Palace 
banquet by the food writer 
Constance Spry and the chef 
Rosemary Hume. 

For Elizabeth, however, the 
coronation was a deeply personal 


The pressures of mass media and the 
cult of celebrity grew during her reign 
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and spiritual experience. All her life 
she had been, and would remain, a 
committed Christian. 

To this serious young woman, the 
moment when the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Geoffrey Fisher, 
anointed her with oil and placed 
the crown on her head was the 
moment she dedicated herself, 
body and soul, to the service of 
her people. 

In the first years of her reign, it 
seemed that Elizabeth and her 
family could do no wrong. In 1953 
and 1954, she toured the world for 
six months, becoming the first 
reigning British monarch to visit 
Australia and New Zealand. 

It was on this tour that observers 
first noticed what courtiers called 
the ‘smiling problem’. 

No public figure in history had 
been expected to wave and make 
small talk to so many thousands 


of people. And though, to her 
immense credit, Elizabeth never 
put a foot wrong in public, even she 
found the experience wearying. 

Indeed, sometimes crowds noted 
that she looked a little downbeat, 
especially at the end of the day. 

‘It’s awful,’ the Queen said. ‘I’ve 
got the kind of face that if I’m not 
smiling, I look cross. But I’m 
not cross. 

‘If you try to smile for two hours 
continuously it gives you a nervous 
tic. But the moment I stop smiling, 
somebody will see me and say 
“Doesn't she look cross?” 

After returning from her tour, she 
welcomed a new Prime Minister — 
Anthony Eden, who replaced 
Churchill — and grappled with a 
thorny family dilemma. 

Elizabeth’s flighty little sister 
Margaret had fallen in love with 
Group Captain Peter Townsend, a 


decorated RAF officer who was 
already divorced with two sons. 

Many old Palace hands argued 
that it would be unconscionable 
for the monarch’s sister to marry a 
divorcee — which would mean 
marrying outside the Church 
of England. 

The shadow of the accession, 
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which had cast such a blight over 
Elizabeth’s parents’ lives, seemed 
to have returned. 

When the Press got hold of the 
story, the speculation became 
unbearable. At last, in October 
1955, Margaret decided to renounce 
her dashing Captain. 

Although she later married the 
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Beloved: Clockwise from main, 
Elizabeth after her father’s 
death; dancing with President 
Kwame Nkrumah in Ghana; and 
with Philip, Charles and Anne 


photographer Antony Armstrong- 
Jones, the liaison was not a success, 
and her increasingly erratic 
behaviour would become a 
considerable embarrassment to 
the Palace. 

It was a sign, though, of the new 
pressures of mass media and 
the cult of celebrity, which 
would only grow as Elizabeth’s 
reign continued. 

The magic of monarchy lay in its 
paradoxical combination of 
remoteness and accessibility. But 
with the birth of television and the 
emergence of a less deferential 
media culture, this would become 
a harder trick to pull off. 

For the time being, Elizabeth 
seemed to have come through the 
crisis unscathed. But the episode 
was a Sign of the conservative 
atmosphere at the Palace, which 
often infuriated Philip, who saw 
himself as a moderniser. 

‘What am I doing here?’ he would 
sometimes exclaim to friends after 
some new snub by the older 
courtiers. ‘Why am I here?’ 

It was Philip, for example, who 
argued for Charles and Anne to go 
to school. At the time this was seen 
as a Startlingly forward-thinking 
move, even though the schools con- 
cerned — Cheam and Gordonstoun 
for Charles and Benenden for 
Anne — were hardly the kind of

establishments frequented by most 
ordinary boys and girls. 

Contrary to the caricatures, 
though, Elizabeth and Philip were 
devoted parents. A friend told one 
of the Queen’s biographers, the 
historian Ben Pimlott: ‘At 
Balmoral, they were a very normal, 
ordinary, country-loving couple 
with two small children.’ 

And despite their elevated status, 
Elizabeth and her husband did 
manage to have some semblance 
of an ordinary life. 

During those first years of 
her reign, they would even slip 
out to the cinema sometimes, 
always arriving just as the lights 
went down. 

On one memorable occasion, they 
found themselves sitting behind a 
delegation of visiting Russian 
miners, who could barely believe 
their eyes when the interval 
arrived, the ice-cream sellers came 
out and the lights went up. 

Yet the times were changing. The 
Empire, which people of Elizabeth’s 
generation had once taken for 
granted, was breaking up. 

In 1956, Eden’s gamble to restore 
British prestige by recapturing the 
Suez Canal was a disaster and, 
when he resigned, the Queen 
effectively surrendered her royal 
prerogative to pick his successor, 
meekly accepting the Tory 
grandees’ recommendation of 
Harold Macmillan. 

Both her father and grandfather 
had been men with openly Tory 
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opinions. But Elizabeth was 
careful to give nothing away. 

Some critics were beginning 
to chafe at the Palace’s 
institutional conservatism. 

The journalist Malcolm 
Muggeridge warned in 1955 
that many people felt that ‘the 
whole show is utterly out of 
hand’. And two years later, the 
historian John Grigg provoked 
controversy when he wrote 
that the Queen’s speechwriters 
made her sound like a ‘priggish 
schoolgirl’ and a ‘pain in 
the neck’. 

For the time being, though, 
Elizabeth basked in popular 
approval. In 1957 she gave 
her first televised Christmas 
broadcast, and her accent was 
noticeably more clipped in 
those early days than it 
later became. 

Abroad she was a Star. The 
Americans, in particular, loved 
her, and she reciprocated their 
affection. In 1960, while 
awaiting the birth of her third 
child, Andrew, she amused

By now her commitment 
to the newly independent 
countries of the Commonwealth, 
as well as her lack of the 
slightest racial prejudice, was 
already apparent. 

Visiting Ghana in 1961, she

In the long run, though, 
moments like this did the 
Queen’s image tremendous 
good.

Her own family, meanwhile, 
continued to expand. In 1964 
she had a fourth child, Edward. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Michael Ramsey, declared that 
Britain was lucky to have 
‘around the throne a Christian 
family united, happy and setting 
to all an example of what the 
words “home and family” most 
truly mean’. 

But the times were changing. 
In the heady climate of the 
1960s, many people would 
come to question the values of 
home and family — as well as 
Christianity itself.

OLDER people and preg- 
nant women should avoid 
smoked fish because of a 
rare chance of getting liste- 
ria food poisoning, experts 
have warned. 

Ready-to-eat smoked fish, 
such as smoked salmon, 
can harbour bacteria that 
causes listeriosis. 

In most people, listeriosis has no 
symptoms or only causes minor 
problems such as aches and pains 
or diarrhoea. 

But for babies, older people or 
those with a weakened immune 
system, listeriosis can lead to seri- 
ous and life-threatening problems 
such as sepsis or meningitis. 

And getting listeriosis while preg- 
nant could cause a miscarriage or 
stillbirth. 

There have been 14 recorded 
cases of listeriosis since 2020, eight 
of them since January this year as 
part of an ongoing outbreak in the 
UK, the Food Standards Agency 
(FSA) said. 

The majority of these people - one 
of whom was pregnant - had 
reported eating ready-to-eat 
smoked fish. Cases have been iden-

‘While the risks to the general pub- 
lic of becoming seriously ill due to 
listeria are very low, we need people 
who are vulnerable - specifically 
those over 65, pregnant women and 
people with weakened immune sys- 
tems - to be aware of the ongoing 
risks of consuming ready to eat 
smoked fish. 

‘If anyone from these groups is 
eating ready-to-eat smoked fish, we 
are reminding them of the advice to 
ensure that it is thoroughly cooked 
before they eat it including when 
served as part of a dish. 

‘People can also further reduce 
the risk by keeping chilled ready- 
to-eat smoked fish cold - 5C (41F) 
or below - always using products by 
their use-by date, following the 
storage instructions on the label, 
and cooking it until it is piping hot 
right through.’ 

Professor Saheer Gharbia, a food 
safety specialist at the UK Health 
Security Agency, which was also 
involved in investigating the out- 
break, said: ‘Most people won’t 
have any symptoms of the infection 
or will only experience mild symp- 
toms such as abdominal pain or 
diarrhoea, which usually pass 
within a few days without the need 
for treatment. 

‘However, some are at higher risk 
of much more serious illness.’

Miss Truss is also hoping to visit 
New York for next week’s United 
Nations General Assembly, leaving 
only a narrow window to hold the 
Budget. Nol0 refused to say 
whether it would now be held on 
Thursday September 22. 

Ministers have also discussed 
holding it on September 23 or even 


recalling MPs at the end of the 
month. But sources said it would 
not take place during the Labour 
Party conference, which is due to 
run from September 25 to 28. 

The PM’s spokesman said no 
extra legislation was needed to 
press ahead with the plan to freeze 
household energy bills at £2,500 
this winter in England, Scotland 
and Wales. He added: ‘The public 
can be reassured that the energy 
price guarantee will come in on 
October 1.’ But households in 
Northern Ireland and businesses 
across the UK face an anxious wait 
to discover when help will arrive 


and what form it will take. The 
spokesman said: ‘There isn’t a 
date set for the business support 
element of the guarantee. We’re 
working that through. It hasn’t 
been impacted by the mourning 
period, as I understand.’ 

Calls for Parliament to meet to 
tackle the cost-of-living crisis 
before the end of the party confer- 
ence season were led by veteran 
Tory MP Sir John Redwood. 

He said: ‘After mourning a much- 
loved Queen and the state funeral, 
Parliament should meet. The cur- 
rent plan for a long conference 
recess means a delayed return on 
October 17. We need to tackle the 


cost-of-living crisis and energy 
shortage before then.’ Meanwhile, 
Miss Truss is expected to retain 
Simon Case as Cabinet Secretary — 
despite reports claiming she planned 
to replace him. She is said to have 
been impressed by him in talks 
about forming her new Government 
and designing the energy package. 

mThe UK economy made a small 
return to growth in July, with gross 
domestic product expanding by 
0.2 per cent after a 0.6 per cent 
contraction a month earlier, the 
Office for National Statistics said.

Early in the invasion, Russian troops 
killed hundreds in towns and villages they 
occupied in their failed advance on Kyiv. 

Unusually, the scale of Moscow’s latest 
humiliation has been acknowledged by 
those backing its invasion. 

Vitaly Ganchev, a Kremlin-installed offi- 
cial in the Kharkiv region, told Russian 
state TV ‘the situation is becoming more 
difficult by the hour’. He 
added: ‘If we talk about the 
force that was transferred to 
the counter-offensive of the 
Ukrainian army, it outnum- 
bered our troops by about 
eight to one, no less. 

‘In order to preserve our 
personnel, it was decided to 
withdraw, regroup.’ 

On the state-backed, 
Gazprom-owned NTV chan- 
nel a three-strong panel on a 
prime-time debate also 
acknowledged the rout. 

‘It is impossible to defeat 
Ukraine,’ said ex-MP Boris 
Nadezhdin. ‘A strong army is 
opposing the Russian army, 
fully supported by the most 
war K powerful countries.’

gence said yesterday Putin 
had sacked Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Roman Berdnikov after 
16 days in the job because of 
his failure to hold vast swathes 
of Ukrainian territory in the 
past week. 

It comes as Ukrainian 
troops shared videos on social 
media showing abandoned 
Russian tanks, artillery and 
other military hardware. 

Ukrainian flags flew again 
over liberated towns for the 
first time in six months. 

Russia retaliated yesterday 
with continuous strikes on 
civilian infrastructure in 
Ukraine’s second-biggest city, 
Kharkiv. Shelling disrupted 
power and water supplies and 
at least one person died, 
according to local officials.

— and they won't even tell him why

HEN Professor Karol Sikora, 
one of Britain’s most eminent 
cancer experts, was asked to 
defend an equally distinguished 
oncologist, Professor Justin 
Stebbing, against being struck off by the 
General Medical Council (GMC), he 
robustly challenged the claims being 


made against his colleague. 

The brilliance of the world-renowned Professor 
Stebbing had earned him a professorship at 
Imperial College London before the age of 40. 

His fall from grace began in 2017, when an 
anonymous whistleblower sent a dossier to 
the GMC, alleging that he had unnecessarily 
tried to save dying patients in a manner that 
was ‘fundamentally inconsistent’ with their 
best interests. 

The allegation was that he had tried too hard 
and gone too far. Arguably, this was precisely why 
some of his patients had sought Professor 
Stebbing’s care in the first place, after their own 
doctors had told them there was no more that 
could be done. 

But last November, at the end of the disciplinary 
hearing, the GMC’s Medical Practitioners Tribunal 
Service (MPTS) panel ruled that Professor 
Stebbing’s behaviour had breached ‘the very core 
of the Hippocratic Oath’, and that his fitness to 
practise was impaired. 

This was despite the fact that hundreds of

supporters — families and patients whom Professor 
Stebbing had treated either on the NHS or privately, 
and eminent colleagues — rallied to his cause, 
arguing that this verdict was unjust and testifying 
to his life-saving work. 

The MPTS panel suspended Professor Stebbing 
for nine months, so he was unable to care for his 
150 patients. The GMC had wanted more — it had 
pressed for him to be struck off completely. 

And now the GMC has put Professor Sikora 
under threat of being struck off, too. He and 
another expert oncology witness who testified in 
Professor Stebbing’s defence have 
been served with notice from the 


GMC that they are now under 
investigation. The GMC will not 
tell them why. 

‘Three months after the hearing 
had ended, I and the other defence 
expert received letters from the 
GMC saying our fitness to practise 
is under investigation,’ Professor 
Sikora told Good Health. 

‘There’s been no hint of what we’d 
done wrong. They only sent 5,000 
pages of transcript from Professor 
Stebbing’s disciplinary hearing.’ 

Professor Sikora, 74, is the 
founding dean of the University of 
Buckingham Medical School and a 
former clinical director of cancer 
services for Hammersmith and 
Charing Cross. 

He has also been a member of the 
UK Health Department’s Expert 
Advisory Group on Cancer and 
the head of the World Health 
Organisation’s cancer programme. 
Described as a world expert on 
cancer, he has published more than 
300 scientific papers and written or 
edited 20 books. 

‘It’s the first time in my life I have 
ever been in trouble with the 
GMC,’ he says. 

The GMC’s letter says: ‘On the 
basis of the information currently 
available, we’ve identified areas of 
good medical practice that have 
been called into question. We need 
to find out more information to see 


if this is correct and, if so, whether 
your fitness to practise medicine is 
potentially impaired. Our 
investigation will involve gathering 
more information about the 
allegations that have been raised 
and your practice as a whole.’ 

A GMC spokesperson told Good 
Health: ‘We are unable to provide 
further information about any 
cases unless or until they are 
referred to a full hearing.’ 

Professor Sikora feels, however, 
that he knows why he has been 
put under investigation. 

‘The MPTS disciplinary panel 
didn’t like what I told them. I had 
an argument with the chairman,’ 
he says. ‘I had reasonably suggested 
that the GMC investigation had 
cherry-picked 12 cancer patients’ 
cases out of the many hundreds 
that Professor Stebbing had 
successfully treated. 

‘I pointed out that those 12 cases 


were a selected sample of patients 
who all did badly. But the chairman 
insisted that was not true. He 
actually shouted at me at one 
point. I was accused of misleading 
the tribunal. 

‘But as a witness I was simply 
exercising my right to express my 
sincerely held, honest belief,’ 
Professor Sikora adds. 

During the hearing, Professor 
Sikora admitted to mistakenly 
telling the tribunal he’d obtained 
summaries of three of Professor 
Stebbing’s patients’ records 
himself. In fact, lawyers had 
provided Professor Sikora with the 
summaries four years before and 
Professor Sikora had forgotten this 
(blaming a ‘lapse of memory’). 

He has complied with the GMC 
demand that he send them details 
of all his current paid work. 

‘The GMC then wrote to all my 
employers telling them that I am 


under investigation,’ says Professor 
Sikora. ‘Of course they are all 
worried that I’ve done something 
wrong. How can giving tribunal 
evidence possibly affect my fitness 
to practise medicine? 

‘This is witness intimidation and 
in a criminal court it would 
be illegal.’ 

That might sound like a strange 
thing for the GMC to do — and 
why does this matter to patients? 

Critics of the GMC claim that it 
has a record of persecuting good 
doctors, while allowing bad and 
even dangerous practitioners to 
continue treating patients. 

For example, in another recent 
disciplinary case the council has 
been publicly lambasted by 
medical leaders for prosecuting a 
doctor in an overzealous manner. 

In May, Dr Manjula Arora, a 
Manchester GP was suspended for 
a month after ‘dishonestly’ claiming

she’d been promised a laptop. The 
GMC tribunal heard that Dr Arora 
had requested a laptop for work 
and been told by her employer’s 
medical director that no laptops 
were available, but that they would 
‘note [her] interest when the next 
rollout happens’. 

Dr Arora subsequently told an IT 
department colleague that she’d 
been told she could have a laptop 
‘next time [one was] available’, 
adding that she’d been ‘promised’ 
one. Despite the tribunal 
acknowledging her ‘dishonesty was 
confined to the use of a single word 
on a Single occasion’, and that the 
case involved no risk to patients, it 
was deemed that her actions 
constituted ‘serious misconduct’. 

The ruling sparked outrage. The 
British Medical Association (BMA) 
called the decision to suspend her 
‘incomprehensible’. Its then chair, 
Dr Chaand Nagpaul, said it was 
‘no wonder those three letters — 
GMC — instil terror in doctors’. 

Amid widespread protests, a 
month later the GMC admitted 
the suspension was wrong and has 
taken steps to restore Dr Arora’s 
full registration. 

The Royal College of General 
Practitioners said: ‘We will be 
asking for answers as to why the 
case was allowed to get through 
the GMC’s screening processes

and end in a fitness-to-practise 
hearing and a sanction.’ 

A spokesperson for Doctors’ 
Association UK, which represents 
frontline British medical staff, 
said that while justice had been 
served, ‘this does not discount 
the unnecessary stress to 
Dr Arora and the message sent 
to thousands of doctors that 
their regulatory body does not 
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think twice before unjustly 
suspending them’. 

Dr Max Pemberton, a Daily Mail 
columnist and a full-time NHS 
psychiatrist, knows only too 
well how the GMC can subject 
innocent practitioners to lengthy, 
stressful investigations that are 
entirely unjustified. 

‘I was referred to the GMC by a 
patient who made an incredibly 
serious allegation that I had 
assaulted them while assessing 
them in A&E,’ he says. 

‘The GMC investigation 
process took 11 months — 
despite the fact that two police 
officers were present throughout 
the assessment I’d performed; 
two other members of staff also 
accompanied me; and there was 
CCTV of the entire encounter 
which showed I didn’t even 
touch the patient, let alone 
assault them.’ 

Dr Pemberton says that during 
the investigation his sleep 
suffered and he lost so much 
weight ‘colleagues thought [he] 
was ill’. 

‘Everyone who knew me and 
worked closely with me in my 
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team knew it was ridiculous, but 
the management were more 
concerned and I was lucky to 
have a boss who stuck his neck 
out and insisted that I be allowed 
to continue to work unsupervised, 
as normal, despite the allegations 
and investigation.’ 

After months of silence, the 
GMC wrote Dr Pemberton a 
letter saying that it did not find 
evidence and that the case had 
been dropped. ‘No apology was 
given,’ says Dr Pemberton. 

The stress of undergoing 
lengthy, potentially career- 
threatening GMC disciplinary 
proceedings is borne out by the 
fact that the regulator’s own 
statistics show that 29 doctors 
died while under investigation or 
monitoring between January 1, 
2018 and December 31, 2020 — 
20 from natural causes, six from 
‘external causes’ (of which five 
were suicides) and three from 
‘unspecified reasons’. 

Dr Karen Ellison, a medicolegal 
consultant at the doctors’ 
indemnity organisation, the 
Medical Protection Society, told 
Good Health: ‘Day in, day out we 
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see the psychological impact 
GMC investigations have on the 
doctors involved. 

‘We also see the impact it has 
on their families, their pay, their 
reputations and their careers.’ 

She says that fitness-to- 
practise investigations ‘often 
take several months — and 
sometimes years — to conclude’. 
It took four years for the GMC’s 
disciplinary system to investigate 
Professor Stebbing, during 
which time he was suspended 
by HCA Healthcare, a private 
health firm for which he worked. 

Lengthy investigative proce- 
dures might be justified if they 
resulted in the GMC protecting 
patients’ safety. However, recent 
evidence suggests otherwise. 

In June, a public inquiry report 
criticised the GMC for wrongly 
reassuring a hospital trust that a 
neurologist it employed was safe 
to work with patients, when in 
fact he was misdiagnosing them 
and treating them incorrectly. 

In 2018, Michael Watt, a 
consultant neurologist at Belfast 
Health and Social Care Trust, 
was at the centre of the largest 
ever patient recall in Northern 
Ireland. A review of more than 
5,000 patients found that nearly 
one in five of his high-risk 
patients had received a diagnosis 
described as ‘not secure’. 

Concerns about Michael Watt’s 
practice had been voiced back in 
2006, but the inquiry concluded

that a vital opportunity to stop 
him was missed in 2012 when the 
GMC, following an ‘inadequate 
investigation’, decided to take no 
action on a patient’s complaint 
against him. 

Thus the trust, wrongly 
reassured of Michael Watt’s 
safety, let him continue to 
practise, said the inquiry chair, 
Brett Lockhart KC. 

The GMC’s chief executive, 
Charlie Massey, said: ‘We 
acknowledge that during our 
investigations we could and 
should have done more to act on 
clinical concerns sooner and to 
share information more effec- 
tively with other organisations.’ 

In fact, five years ago a GMC 
tribunal heard fresh allegations 
about Michael Watt’s fitness to 
practise. But after evidence that 
he had been thinking of suicide, 
it allowed him to remove himself 
from the medical register 
without a hearing. 

The Professional Standards 
Authority, which oversees 
healthcare regulators, challenged 
the decision at the High Court in 
Northern Ireland, but a judge 
decided that the decision was 
not open to challenge. 

Other lenient responses include 
the case of Dr Satyen Singhai, 
who a GMC tribunal heard was 
rushed to hospital in January 
2019 after bingeing on cannabis, 
cocaine, whisky and the tranquil- 
lising drug diazepam, which he 
had not been prescribed.

INY ceramic ‘needles’ 

may be a new way to 

tackle back pain. The 

granules, smaller 

than a human hair, 
are implanted in the back 
instead of using bone 
grafts to help weld bones 
together to reduce pain and 
improve function. 

Over a few weeks, new bone 
grows around the needle-shaped 
granules, fusing the vertebrae. 
Around 100 patients are now 
trialling this treatment following 
successful animal studies. 

Traditional spinal fusion surgery 
relies on bone grafts to join the 
vertebrae, stopping them rubbing 
together and causing pain. 

It is used to treat a range of 
conditions which affect millions 
of people, including disc disease 
and spinal stenosis, where the 
space inside the spine narrows, 
putting pressure on nerves. 

After age 40, most people have 
some disc degeneration owing to 
wear and tear. While painkillers are 
the initial treatment, each year 
around 50,000 patients in the UK 
need spinal operations, including 
fusion surgery.

week: Stand up to take a 
nasty-tasting medicine 
STANDING dulls taste, according 
to a 2019 study published in the 
Journal of Consumer Research, 
where people were asked to 
rate the taste of food and drink 
while sitting or standing. 

‘A standing posture is 
physically more stressful 
than a sitting one, and this 
affects the perceived taste 
of what you eat,’ says the 
lead author, Dipayan 
Biswas, a professor of 
marketing at the Univer- 
sity of South Florida. 

This is because when 
we’re standing, our heart 
has to beat faster to move 
blood around the body. The rise 
in heart rate then activates the 
nervous system and leads to a 
rise in the hormone cortisol — 
and cortisol dampens taste. 

‘It might be beneficial, then, 
to maintain a standing posture 
when consuming pharmaceuti- 
cal products with an unpleasant 
taste,’ says Professor Biswas.

HE night before he 

underwent surgery for 

prostate cancer in June 

this year, former rugby 

international Kenny 
Logan, who is married to TV 
presenter Gabby Logan, sat in 
his garden sobbing. 

‘I cried my eyes out, thinking no way 
do I want to leave my kids at only 17 or 
Gabby,’ he says. 

Although he had been told that at his 
age — he is 50 — the chances of the 
operation being successful were heavily 
weighted in his favour, Kenny, who lives 
with Gabby, 49, and their 17-year-old 
twins Lois and Reuben in South-West 
London, felt overcome with fear that he 
might still be left with cancer. 

‘It was the first time I really thought I 
wouldn’t make it,’ he says. Kenny adds 
that he was extremely ‘lucky’ his cancer 
was even spotted in the first place. 

Eighteen months ago he decided to 
have a male health MoT, which included 
a blood test, after Gabby started 
hormone replacement therapy (HRT). 

‘She was making sure she wouldn’t fall 
off a cliff, like women who suddenly 
have menopause symptoms,’ he says. 
Speaking to the Daily Mail in his first 
newspaper interview, he revealed the 
trauma of his diagnosis. 

‘I thought I should find out what was 
happening to my hormones. I mean, 
what if in four years’ time I was at the 
bottom of the cliff, looking up at my 
wife who was fine because she was on 
HRT? I love her and don’t want to lose 
what we’ve got.’ 


The check in December 2020 included Great support:

While PSA levels can rise for all sorts 
of reasons, including cycling, sex or an 
infection, persistently high levels can 


suggest prostate cancer. 

‘I was told my levels were a little high, 
at 4.5ng/ml,’ says Kenny. Generally 
below 3ng/ml of blood is normal for men 
aged 50 to 59. ‘I had to ask what PSA 
meant — I hadn’t heard of it before.’ 

Kenny was given a digital rectal 
examination to check his prostate. ‘The 


doctor said it felt fine but I should 
see a urologist,’ he recalls. ‘Cancer 
wasn’t mentioned but I like to get 
on with things. Gabby asked 
what I was going to do and I made 
an appointment.’ 

Kenny saw a specialist privately, 
who gave him another PSA, which 
again was 4.5ng/ml. 


E WAS sent for an MRI 
scan, which revealed the 
prostate was ‘a little 
swollen’, but Kenny was 
assured he was ‘fine’ and would be 
monitored every six months. 

At his next check-up his PSA 
level had risen to just under 
5ng/ml and he had a biopsy at the 
same private hospital, with 15 
samples taken. He was told noth- 
ing needed to be done but that he 
would continue to be monitored. 

A third test in January this year 
showed his PSA had risen to 
6ng/ml and he underwent another 
biopsy, taking 30 samples. Within 
a week, he was at home on the 
sofa, hand-in-hand with Gabby, 
when he received the news that he 
says ‘neither of us expected’. 

During a Zoom consultation, the 
specialist broke it to him that he 
had prostate cancer and needed 
to have treatment within four 
months. It was thought that the 
tumour was contained within the 
prostate but the medical team 
was concerned that it could start 
enlarging rapidly. 

The couple struggled to process 
the news. ‘Our eyes were welling 
up,’ recalls Kenny. ‘Lois came in 
and heard what was being said, 
then Reuben arrived and we held 


each other afterwards and cried. 
‘Reuben said: “I need you around, 
Dad. But you'll smash this.” The 
confidence and belief of my 
mindset came from my kids.’ 

Every year around 52,300 cases 
of prostate cancer are diagnosed 
in the UK, with 12,000 deaths. Men 
over 50 (or over 45 in the case of 
those with an African ancestry) 
are most at risk, although most 
cases are diagnosed in men in 
their 70s or 80s, according to the 
charity Prostate Cancer UK. 

A family history of the disease 
can also increase the risk (there 
was none in Kenny’s family). 

‘The great difficult is that when 
prostate cancer is early, it is 
symptomless, so how can you find 
it early?’ says Stephen Langley, a 
professor of urology at the Royal 
Surrey County Hospital. 

Diagnosis often begins with a 
PSA test, which is available to 
men aged over 50 on the NHS who 
ask their GP for one. 

After his experience, Kenny 
wants to encourage all men over 
50 to have their PSA checked. 

But the test is controversial 
because it can give false positive 
results, which may lead to 
intrusive biopsies (that can cause 
infection). A Europe-wide study of 
prostate cancer, published in the 
British Journal of Cancer in 2020, 
calculated that 60 to 70 per cent of 
positive PSA results are false. 

Tests can also miss cases — one 
in seven men with a normal PSA 
results may have prostate cancer, 
says the NHS. Chiara De Biase, 
director of support and influencing 
at Prostate Cancer UK, says the 
PSA ‘isn’t sensitive enough or 


accurate enough’. While some 
have called for a screening 
programme, the charity’s view is 
that this ‘would introduce far too 
many harms’, says Chiara De 
Biase. ‘We’re putting millions of 
pounds into clinical studies to 
find a better diagnostic tool.’ 

Professor Langley disagrees. 
‘There have been screening 
studies showing that by regular 
checking of the PSA of men 
between 50 and 70, you can reduce 
prostate cancer deaths,’ he says. 

‘Having a PSA test for younger 
men, in their early 50s, can be a 
sensible testing strategy.’ 

He adds that men aged between 
50 and 60 with a PSA below 
1Ing/ml, probably don’t need it 
checked for more than five years, 
‘but if it’s between 2ng/ml and 
3ng/ml, you might want to have it 
checked every one or two years’. 

A 2017 study, published in the 
journal European Urology, found 
that men aged between 50 and 54 
who were screened using the PSA 
test had double the chance of

being diagnosed with prostate 
cancer compared with men not 
screened. The study also found 
that there were 57 fewer prostate 
cancer deaths per 10,000 men in 
the screened group. 

‘The game-changer is [using] 
MRI,’ says Professor Langley, 
explaining this can be given after 
a raised PSA but before a biopsy 
‘and which is very good at 
detecting cancers that might be 
life-threatening and distinguishing 
them from the inconsequential 
ones so men don’t need to undergo 
unnecessary biopsies’. 

The National Institute for Health 
and Care Excellence (NICE) said 
in 2019 that men suspected of 
prostate cancer should be offered 
a specialist MRI scan. Kenny and 
his specialist agreed that surgery 
would be the best option as he was 
young enough to recover well and 
have minimal side-effects. (Surgery 
carries the risk of erectile 
dysfunction and incontinence.) 

Despite these assurances, 
Kenny found himself crying in his

garden on the night before his 
surgery on June 7. 

‘I'd have weird moments before 
the op and want to be in garden 
all day and Gabby knows me well 
enough to leave me to it,’ he says. 

She was at his side when he 
came round from the three-hour 
operation. ‘I left hospital after 
three days with a catheter in for 
another week, feeling stiff and 
sore and sleeping a lot,’ he says. 

He has been lucky to have 
minimal side-effects. ‘I knew there 
was a chance of urine leakage and 
had a few accidents,’ he says. ‘But 
all’s fine now. Gabby and I had 
also talked about the possibility of 
erectile dysfunction. But I’ve been 
very lucky on that front.’ 


ND two weeks ago doctors 
confirmed there is no sign 
of cancer. ‘That was the 
biggest phew,’ he says. 

‘It hit me hard when the surgeon 
said that if, instead of presenting 
early, I came to him some years on 
with symptoms, the cancer might 
have moved to my bones and I 
couldn’t have been cured. 

‘He said that at 50 you have to try 
to find prostate cancer as there are 
no symptoms in the early stages, 
when it can be cured. If it finds 
you, the outcome will be different. 

‘He also said that 40 per cent of 
my friends could have prostate 
cancer and not know it. It chilled 
my blood and that’s why I want to 
tell men to have a PSA test at 50.’ 

He adds: ‘Our children may both 
be off to university next year but 
we'll keep our 21-year marriage 
strong even if our nest is empty. I 
want to do more with Gabbs. 

‘I’m not one of those men trying 
to escape their wife. She’s my 
best friend. Now I just want other 
men to get tested. I can’t imagine 
what my life would have been like 
ifI hadn’t.’

ease the autumn blues 


WHY does autumn make me 
gloomy? | wish we could 
skip straight to winter.

IT sounds like you might 

have a form of seasonal 
affective disorder (SAD). Most 
people with SAD find their mood 
is affected in the winter, but it 
can also occur in autumn, spring 
or summer. 

The exact cause is not known 
but it is thought to be related to 
the disturbance of the circadian 
rhythm, the internal body clock 
that regulates our sleep/wake 
cycle, as well as changes in the 
retina, the light-sensitive cells at 
the back of the eye. 

These cells relay messages to 
regions of the brain involved in 
mood regulation, producing 
so-called happiness hormones 
such as serotonin. 

One theory is that the retina of 
people with SAD isn’t as sensitive 
to light, leading to a shortfall of 
these hormones. 

It could also be related to levels 
of melatonin, the hormone that’s 
released in response to daylight. 

While we don’t understand the 
exact link, we know people with 
SAD tend to have higher levels of 
melatonin, which may make them 
feel sleepy and unmotivated. 

Whenever they strike, the 
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symptoms of SAD are broadly 
similar and may include low mood 
and sleep disturbances. 

The good news is that there are 
a number of treatments that 
might help. 

Light therapy boxes generate 
artificial ‘natural’ levels of light 
(they are available on the High 
Street and cost around £90; you 
need a device that produces 
10,000 lux) — sit in front of it for 
30 to 60 minutes each morning. 

I’d suggest to start using this 
now, as we leave summer and 
continue to use the box through- 
out the autumn months. 

The aim is to improve SAD by 
reducing melatonin production 
and increasing serotonin. 

Good bedtime habits can also 
make a difference — for example, 
going to bed and getting up at the 
same time every day, as this helps 
regulate melatonin production. 

Finally, dawn simulation might 
help. This form of light therapy 
uses a less intense light than a 
light box. It is programmed to 


switch on at alow level during the 
final hours of sleep and then 
increase over 60 to 90 minutes. 

Devices marketed as wake-up 
lights cost around £30. Using this 
in addition to a light box might be 
more effective than either alone. 

Where these fail, antidepres- 
sants and cognitive behavioural 
therapy (CBT), a talking therapy 
that seeks to help change the way 
you think, may be of use. 

I would advise self-help as the 
best first step. However, talk to 
your doctor as they can help you 
decide what to try first.

A THIS is arare but recognised 
consequence of the changes 
that occur in the heart muscle in 
patients with atrial fibrillation — 
the most common form of 
abnormal heart rhythm. 

In a healthy heart, the two upper 
chambers beat regularly and 
in a co-ordinated way. But in 
those with atrial fibrillation 
the muscle of the atrial wall occa- 


sionally quivers and so the two 
chambers beat in an uncoordi- 
nated way. 

Causes include heart disease, 
high blood pressure and an over- 
active thyroid gland. 

So what triggers the urge to 
urinate? Some studies blame high 
levels of a hormone called brain 
natriuretic peptide (BNP), which 
is secreted by muscle cells in the 
heart when it’s not pumping as 
much blood as normal. 

This hormone sends the kidneys 
into overdrive, encouraging them 
to filter more fluid than usual. 
This in turn has the effect of rap- 
idly filling the bladder and hence 
the need to urinate frequently. 

There’s no easy solution. I 
would suggest another chat 
with your cardiologist to explore 
the possibilities.

The Queen was a 
shining example 
for medics, too 


FOR so many of us Her Majesty 
the Queen exemplified how 
to behave.

Clearly 
the Queen exemplified non- 
maleficence, too. 

And finally, the fourth pillar: 
justice. Her Majesty treated 
all people equally and equita- 
bly. Would that all of us in 
medicine could be remem- 
bered for being so faithful to 
these principles.

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One mother’s heartbreaking 


EBASTIEN HAMILTON loves 


the park near his home in South 
London, where his mum Severine 
takes him every day after school. 
But there are moments — when 
he hesitates at the foot ofthe climbing 
frame, or can’t find a familiar word — 
when she wonders: is this the beginning 


of the end? 


For Sebastien, nine, has a progressive genetic 
disorder called mucopolysaccharidosis 
or Sanfilippo syndrome, a 
devastatingly cruel condition that first strips 
children of language, then mobility and finally 
the ability to swallow and breathe. 

There is no treatment or cure — most children 
with Sanfilippo syndrome do not survive 


type IIIB, 


beyond their teens. 


‘There have been terrifying moments over the 
past couple of years where we thought we were 
losing him,’ says Severine. ‘Every time he climbs 
into a car, gets out of the bath, climbs the slide, 
runs and walks down the street and up the 
stairs, I am relieved and grateful, because I 
have seen other children his age with Sanfilippo 
syndrome lose each one of those skills.’ 

But there is hope. And hope is like rocket 
fuel for parents like Severine and her partner 
Kole (both work in the film industry — 
although Severine is now focusing on being a 


full-time mother). 

Sebastien’s future, and those of 
thousands of others, rests on the 
outcome of crucial clinical trials, 
where pharmaceutical companies 
test drugs on groups of patients, 
looking for a breakthrough. 

Mucopolysaccharidoses (MPS) 
are a group of rare, inherited 
disorders where the body stores 
large chemical molecules in organs, 
instead of clearing them away. 


ATIENTS with Sanfilippo 
syndrome lack the enzyme 
that breaks down and 
recycles a sugar molecule 
called heparan sulfate, which is 
used in the building of bones, 
cartilage, skin and other tissues. In 
their case it builds up in the cells, 
causing progressive damage. 

Sanfilippo syndrome occurs 
when both parents are carriers of 
the affected gene; they have no 
symptoms themselves and there is 
often no family history. 

Patients usually appear healthy 
until the age of two, when develop- 
mental delay — slowness to walk 
and talk — becomes obvious. 

Other symptoms include chronic 
diarrhoea, sleeplessness, hyperac- 
tivity and behavioural problems. 

Decline is usually rapid. Often by 
the time they are eight or nine they 
are fed through a tube and are 
wheelchair-dependent. The 
condition is often known as 
childhood dementia. 

When he was two-and-a-half, 
Sebastien, a patient at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, was 
enrolled in the trial of an enzyme 
replacement therapy drug. 

‘We saw incredible results,’ 
says Severine. ‘Sebastien used 
to wake every hour during 
the night. Suddenly he was 


Sleeping through. And the 
diarrhoea disappeared.’ 

But the trial was stopped 
abruptly in 2017, when Sebastien 
was four, because the U.S. 
manufacturer, BioMarin, decided 
to stop investing in the drug as the 
market for it is small — a decision 
Severine describes as ‘utterly 
heartbreaking and frustrating’. 

Although Sanfilippo syndrome is 
rare (affecting around 150 children 
in the UK), it’s estimated that 
around 3.5 million will be affected 
by a rare disease. 

This is a significant number of 
patients for whom there may be no 
targeted treatment. 

Eurordis, a group that represents 
1,000 rare disease patient organisa- 
tions in 74 countries, says it is not 
uncommon for trials to be stopped 
without warning. 

‘Genetic disorders generally 
receive little attention from big 
pharmaceutical companies 
because the numbers involved are 
too small to expect a return on 
their investment,’ says Yann Le 
Cam, CEO of Eurordis. ‘But each 


person counts — we should leave 
no one behind.’ 

Yet as that enzyme replacement 
therapy trial was ending, another 
was just beginning. In 2016, 20 chil- 
dren, including two patients at 
Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
were recruited to receive a promis- 
ing new drug, tralesinidase alfa. 

But Sebastien had been excluded 
from taking part because the 
eligibility criteria eliminated 
anyone who had previously been 
treated with enzyme replacement 
therapy (ERT). 

Sebastien’s doctors say there is 
little scientific basis for this clause 
— known as washout time — as the 
time it takes for an ERT drug to 
leave the body is just two weeks. 

Allievex, the small U.S. company 
running this trial, says the results 
have been spectacular, with 
evidence that the drug eliminates 
the build-up of heparan sulfate, 
reduces enlarged livers (one of the 
main symptoms) and stops the 
brain shrinking. It can even reverse 
some of the damage that has 
already occurred. Allievex reports 


FOOD FOR YOUR MOOD 


HOW foods can affect state 
of mind. This week: Coffee 

AS WELL as waking you up, 

coffee can cheer you 


up, suggests a report 
by the Institute for 
Scientific Information 
on Coffee from 2010. 

Drinking a cup of coffee 
every four hours led to an 
increase in mood over the day. 


Perhaps not surprisingly, the 
effect may be linked to caffeine. 
‘Caffeine boosts energy 
uptake in brain cells, 
activates noradrenaline 
neurons [nerve cells 
that boost energy levels] 
and affects the release of 
dopamine, which may all 
improve mood,’ says Carrie 
Ruxton, a dietitian in Fife.

on its website: ‘These results 
suggest tralesinidase alfa holds 
promise to become a first-in-class 
and best-in-class treatment for 
Sanfilippo syndrome type B.’ (This 
is the type Sebastien has: just 27 
babies were born with it in the UK 
between 2000 and 2020.) 

For five years, Severine has 
campaigned for Sebastien to be 
allowed the treatment before it is 
too late. He is still beating the 
odds: aged nine, most children 
with his disorder are in a wheelchair, 
but time is running out. 

His doctor, Spyros Batzios, a 
consultant in paediatric metabolic 
medicine at Great Ormond Street 
Hospital and a principal investiga- 
tor for the Allievex trial in the UK, 
has written and spoken to the 
firm’s CEO, Tom Mathers, begging 
for Sebastien to be included. 

In May, Great Ormond Street 
Hospital wrote to Allievex to 
advocate on Sebastien’s behalf — it 
needs the company’s permission 
to provide the medication. 

Severine shows me sheaves of 
personal letters to Tom Mathers. 
He has told Severine that there’s 
not enough of the drug available 
for another child, but that his 
company will expand access for all 
children with Sanfilippo syndrome 
in the future. 

Severine says: ‘Sebastien is 
reaching the plateau period of the 
condition, where rapid degenera- 
tion takes place. It’s always been 
urgent. Now it is vital.’ 

Yann Le Cam, who is advocating 
on the family’s behalf, says: ‘A case 
like this sends the wrong message 
collectively. If children can’t take 
part in one trial because they have 
been involved in another, parents 
will decide to wait, to not join 
clinical trials, because their

interests are not being defended. 
So there’s a wrong-doing — which 
is dramatic for Sebastien now. But 
it is also catastrophic for clinical 
trials generally.’ 

Sebastien was diagnosed with 
Sanfilippo syndrome after a routine 
dermatology appointment when he 
was one year old. 

‘Sebastien had some patches of 
discoloured skin which turned out 
to be a fungal infection and cleared 
up quickly,’ says Severine. 

But the doctor also noticed that 
Sebastien’s head was slightly large 
for his age, and he was sent for 
blood tests. 

Weeks later, Severine was sitting 
in a hospital room with Sebastien 
on her lap while a consultant 
explained the implications of 
Sanfilippo syndrome. 

The news hit Severine like a 
punch in the stomach. ‘But I 
couldn’t allow myself to collapse,’ 
she says. ‘I went straight into 
battle mode, finding out everything 
I could and working out what we 
can do to keep him healthy.’ 


HE Medicines And 
Healthcare products 
Regulatory Agency 
(MHRA), which licenses 
drugs in the UK, has provided 
Allievex with information to help 
it take advantage of the Early 
Access to Medicines Scheme as a 
quick way to give Sebastien access 
to tralesinidase alfa — under the 
scheme patients with rare diseases 
can be given experimental drugs. 

The MHRA has also suggested 
allowing Sebastien’s doctor to 
prescribe it as an unlicensed drug. 
However, it cannot force drug com- 
panies to do this, and Allievex has 
consistently declined to provide 
the drug for Sebastien. 

‘Allievex has evidence gathered 
over five years on safety and 
efficacy — it knows the drug is safe 
and it works,’ says Yann Le Cam. 

Despite their battle, Severine and 
Kole enjoy every day with their 
son. ‘Sebastien is the smiliest 
child,’ says Severine. ‘He’s sociable 
and happy, he loves music and 
dancing and horse riding — he 
enjoys everything in his life and 
everyone he meets.’ 

But they are living with a slow 
grief, where every day brings losses. 
Although he maintained a good 
vocabulary until the age of seven, 
familiar words now come and go. 

It can take hours to get him off 
to sleep. However, Severine is quick 
to point out the huge rewards. 

‘Every day when Sebastien opens 
his eyes I feel such love and 
gratitude at his smile — that’s 
what keeps me going,’ she says. 

On Christmas Eve 2021, she 
launched a petition which has 
been signed by more than 7,000 
people — including footballer 
Marcus Rashford and singer 
Emmanuel Kelly, who have both 
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called Tom Mathers personally. 
Chris Martin of Coldplay and 
actor Hugh Grant have also 
sent video messages to Tom 
Mathers, imploring him to 
change his mind. 

Severine says she’s had no 
reply from Allievex for a year. 
Then, last week, after being 
contacted by Good Health, Tom 
Mathers responded to an email 
she sent in August 2021. 

Allievex met with the U.S. 
regulator, the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
yesterday in the hope of 
gaining fast-track approval 
for the drug. 

In an email to Good Health, 
Tom Mathers said the compa- 
ny’s ‘laser focus’ is on ‘secur- 
ing regulatory agreement in 
place with FDA and EMA [the 
European Medicines Agency] 
for further development of 
tralesinidase alfa. 

‘We are using every ounce of 
drug product to support our 
ongoing clinical study and are 
at risk of running out. 

‘lf we are unable to gain 
regulatory agreement with 
FDA or EMA, the company 
will most likely be unable to 
secure necessary financing 
to continue the program.’ 

Severine, meanwhile, can 
only hope Sebastien’s life 
will be saved. 

‘If | don’t try everything to 
help my son I’d never forgive 
myself,’ she says. ‘I wake up 
every day ready for battle.’

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How sharks could hold 
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key to OUR Immunity 


HEY have a fear- 
some reputation, 
but could sharks 
soon be helping to 
save many more 
human lives than the ten 


or so they take each year? 

Over 400million years of 
evolution, sharks’ immune 
systems have developed into 
finely-tuned defences, much 
more precise than humans’ and 
which are capable of seeing off 
almost any dangerous virus or 
life-threatening tumour. 

It’s thought to be one of the 
main reasons why some species, 
such as the great white, can live 
for up to 70 years. Sharks also 
have exceptional wound healing 
capabilities, which mean injuries 
rarely lead to death. 

Now researchers have solved 
the puzzle of why sharks’ immune 
systems are so effective at ward- 
ing off disease. And the findings 
could lead to new medicines to 
combat illnesses such as cancer 
and rheumatoid arthritis. 

In humans, when the immune 
system senses the presence of 
foreign cells (such as a virus, or 
bacteria) it releases a protein 
called an antibody. This latches 
on to a specific molecule on the 
surface of the virus or bacteria 


and calls up support from more 
potent immune system cells, 
called T-cells, to kill the invader. 

Separately scientists have 
developed man-made antibodies, 
‘monoclonal’ antibodies, which 
are injected into the body to 
home in on certain rogue cells, 
such as cancerous ones. Once 
they’ve docked with their target, 
these synthetic antibodies switch 
on the immune system to attack 
the tumour cells (Herceptin, the 
drug used to treat some forms of 
breast and stomach cancer, is a 
monoclonal antibody). 

But human and man-made anti- 
bodies tend to be bulky, Y-shaped 
molecules which, because of their 
size, are usually only able to bind 
to a small number of targets on 
invading cells. This helps explain 
why the human immune system 


and antibody-based medicines 
are not always 100 per cent effec- 
tive at seeing off the enemy. 

In sharks, antibodies are less 
than one-tenth the size of those 
found in humans, allowing them 
to penetrate deeper into tiny 
cracks found on the surface of 
bacteria or cancer cells — 
improving the chances of them 
‘sticking’ and the immune system 
destroying the invader. 

What’s more, tests have shown 
shark antibodies are very tough. 
Scientists claim to have boiled 
them and dipped them in corro- 
sive acid — yet they survived. 

‘Sharks are among the planet’s 
oldest living creatures so 
scientists wanted to see if their 
disease-fighting toolbox was the 
same as humans’,’ says Dr 
Caroline Barelle, chief executive 


officer of Elasmogen Ltd, a spin- 
out company from Aberdeen 
; University that’s developing 
synthetic versions of shark 
antibodies for human medicine. 
‘They soon found sharks had 
antibodies which are small and 
simple, with potentially enormous 
benefits over large human 
antibodies that are very complex 
and can only bind to one target.’ 
Elasmogen is testing synthetic 
shark antibodies against triple 
negative breast cancer, an aggres- 
sive form of the disease. The idea 
is that man-made versions of tiny 
shark antibodies, injected into 
the bloodstream, will have a 
better chance of binding to breast 
cancer cells by squeezing into 
tiny gaps on the surface and 
alerting the immune system. 
The other option is loading the 
shark molecules with chemo- 
therapy drugs which they can 
smuggle inside cancer cells. 
Trials using shark antibodies to 
treat cancer could take place in 
the next five to ten years. 
Another target is rheumatoid 
arthritis, a condition that can 
cause crippling pain. Laboratory 
tests suggest man-made shark 
antibodies could carry medication 
that then homes in on a receptor 
on the surface of cells in the 
inflamed joints. 
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VERYWHERE you turn these 
days, it seems you can’t avoid 
fermented foods — these are 
very much in vogue in the 
nutrition and diet worlds, and 


with good reason. 

They contain live microbes that have a 
range of benefits, from making vitamins 
to training our immune system and 
deactivating toxins. 

The microbes also improve the food’s 
taste, texture and digestibility (including 
lowering the lactose — milk sugar — in dairy 
products, for instance). And they can 
increase the concentrations of vitamins. 

While fermented foods are now a regular 
part of my diet, I know that for some people, 
products such as kefir, kimchi, or sauerkraut 
can be an acquired taste. 

And to gain the full range of benefits, you 
have to be eating the stuff that needs storing 
in the fridge, which can be strong-flavoured 
(the jars on the shelves tend to have been 
pasteurised, killing off the things you want: 
the microbes). 

You may be surprised to hear any food or 
drink that relies on microbes to produce it 
technically counts as ‘fermented’. This 
includes chocolate, cheese, coffee, olives, 
soy sauce, vinegar and even alcohol. 

But just because it’s fermented doesn’t 
automatically mean it’s good for you. 

Take yoghurt. Not only is yoghurt a tasty 
snack on its own, but studies have linked it 
to a range of health benefits including 
weight management and a reduced risk of 
type 2 diabetes. 


STUDY from Wageningen Univer- 
sity in the Netherlands, involving 
more than 110,000 people, found 
that yoghurt eaters were more 
likely to be a healthy weight. Another study, 
in the American Journal of Clinical 


Nutrition in 2016, found those who 
consumed 80¢ of yoghurt a day 
had a 14 per cent lower risk of 
developing type 2 diabetes com- 
pared to those who didn’t eat any. 

These benefits are due to the 
combined actions of the protein, 
calcium and bacteria in yoghurt. 

The bacteria help break down the 
lactose into lactic acid (more of 
that later), and transform several 
of the milk proteins and fats into 
compounds with anti-inflamma- 
tory properties, for instance. Some 
of these compounds work like 
blood pressure medications known 
as ACE inhibitors. 

Other compounds in yoghurt are 
thought to have an effect on 
appetite. This might explain, for 
instance, the findings of a 2014 
study by the University of Missouri 
in the U.S. where people con- 
sumed about 100 fewer calories at 
dinner when their afternoon snack 
was yoghurt rather than a calorie- 
matched chocolate bar. 

What’s more, the lactic acid in 
yoghurt — which naturally helps

prevent bad microbes spoiling it 
— may boost nutrient absorption 
and possess antioxidant powers of 
its own. And because the bacteria 
in it help ‘digest’ some of the lac- 
tose, people with sensitive guts or 
lactose intolerance can tolerate 
yoghurt better than unfermented 
dairy products, such as milk. 
However, not all yoghurt is equal. 
To make yoghurt, two types of 
bacteria are needed, Lactobacillus 
bulgaricus and Streptococcus ther- 
mophilus. Yet some manufacturers 
heat-treat yoghurt to extend its

shelf life, which kills the bacteria. 
For maximum health benefits look 
for yoghurts that not only declare 
they are ‘live’, but also spell out 
the number (you want at least 100 
million) and names of bacteria. 
This way, you can be sure it has 
enough bacteria to survive your 
acidic stomach. 

Many products in supermarket 
chillers have all kinds of additives, 
including thickeners and sweeten- 
ers. As I’ve explained before, 
sweeteners can affect our gut 
microbes, leading to a raised blood 
sugar response to food, liver 
inflammation and weight gain. 

While this research has largely 
been in animals, it’s been more 
recently backed up in human stud- 
ies, including one published just 
this month in the journal Cell. 

This showed that having 
saccharin or sucralose every 
day for two weeks affected the 
balance of people’s gut microbi- 
omes and their blood sugar 
responses (in other words, how

TOPPER: 140g blueberries or other 
berries; 1 Medjool date, chopped;

PLACE the milk and milk powder 
in a saucepan on a low-medium 
heat and simmer until it reaches 
about 45c. Put the yoghurt into 
an ovenproof jar and slowly stir 
in the warmed milk mixture so 
the yoghurt is evenly dispersed. 
Heat the oven to 50c, then turn it 
off. Turn on the oven light. Leave 
the open jar in the oven for eight 
to 12 hours — the longer you 
leave it, the thicker and more 
tart the yoghurt will be. 

For the jam topper, put the 
berries, chopped date and halfa 
cup of water in a saucepan: 

bring to a gentle simmer then 
squish the fruit with the back of a 
spatula and simmer again for 
ten minutes. Stir in the chia seeds 
and simmer for two minutes, or 
until the mixture thickens. 
Remove from the heat and allow 
to cool. Stir a spoonful of the jam 
through each yoghurt serving 
and place in the fridge to set. 


well their body processed sugar, 
which can lead to weight gain and 
type 2 diabetes). 

It amazes me how some yoghurt 
brands that claim ‘gut health’ and 
list the bacteria on the label also 
contain such sweeteners. 

It’s worth checking your usual 
brand — or make your own! My 
recipe (above right) shows there’s 
nothing to it. 

Fermenting food reminds me of 
a slow-cooker: once you’ve pre- 
pared it, you just leave it as the 
mixture (specifically the microbes) 
does the hard work. 

Yoghurt is cheap to make and 
takes just two minutes to prepare. 
You then leave it overnight, and 
voila! — by morning it’s ready. 

Making your own means you can 
ferment it for longer, for a more tart 
flavour. It will also provide a bigger 
hit of lactic acid and less lactose, 
unlike mainstream yoghurts. And 
you can add extras, such as milk 
powder to make it thicker and 
creamier; or strain it through a

A FOOD enjoyment is a major part of my 
approach, and I agree, we need to get 

you enjoying a broad range of food again. 
The first step is to talk to your GP about 


Has 
H.pylori been ruled out (this common 
bacterial infection can cause reflux)? Are you 
at your happy weight (excess weight can put 
pressure on the valve between the stomach 
and oesophagus)? Medications such as

aspirin and ibuprofen can irritate the gut 
lining and could also be a factor. 

Once these questions have been considered, 
it may be worth reviewing your current reflux 
medication and whether the type and dose is 
right for you. 

In a previous column I delved into the 
dietary strategies for managing reflux, 
including having smaller, more frequent 
meals — this simple step is enough in many 
cases to provide enough relief so you can 
enjoy a more diverse and delicious range of 
foods again. 

It’s also worth experimenting with herbs 


rosemary which offer incredible flavour 
without triggering reflux.

muslin cloth for Greek-style 
yoghurt, which will boost the pro- 
tein and lower the lactose content. 
(Use the strained liquid, the whey, 
for an extra hit of calcium and 
microbes. I add it to smoothies.) 

If you stir in your own fruit fla- 
vours while making it, this allows 
the microbes to ferment some of 
the fruit sugar, too, enhancing the 
final flavour plus supporting the 
growth of beneficial microbes 
often added to yoghurt such as 
types of Lactobacillus. 

I use yoghurt in sauces, dips and 
baking — to replace cream in 
baked cheesecake; I also replace 
half the butter or oil in other cake 
and biscuit recipes for equal 
amounts of thick yoghurt. 

Can you make yoghurt with 
plant milk? The microbes used to 
make traditional yoghurt eat lac- 
tose, found in milk from animals. 
If you try adding these microbes 
to a lactose-free milk, they starve, 
leaving a watery mess. But yes, it 
can be done using plant-based 
yoghurt starters along with thick- 
eners such as cornflour. You can 
find recipes on the internet. 

But one thing’s for sure, once 
you’ve started making your own 
yoghurt, you won’t look back! 
NOTE: If you’re taking antibiotics, 
I’d suggest having some live 
yoghurt every day for a month 
after finishing the course. It helps 
nourish your gut lining, which is 
often more sensitive afterwards.

Why Brazil's bad boy leader makes 
Trump look like the Dalai Lama... 


UST imagine a political 
figure with outrageous 
opinions who insults 
his opponents, is known 
for his embarrassing 
gaffes and is dismissed as a 
joke by all the people who are 
supposed to matter — yet who 
unexpectedly wins power. 

We’re spoiled for choice these 
days, but the man portrayed in The 
Boys From Brazil (BBC2) was Jair 
Bolsonaro, who makes Donald 
Trump look like the Dalai Lama. 

In this second episode of a three- 
part series examining his rise to 
power, we saw him goose-stepping 
onto a stage with a silly grin on his 
face. He proudly claimed to be in 
favour of torture, and told someone 
who asked him an awkward 
question: ‘You have a terrible 
homosexual face.’ 

Bolsonaro is now the President of 
Brazil and last night’s episode tried 
to answer the obvious question: 
‘How did that happen?’ 

The answer, it seems, is partly 
luck. It certainly helps when your 
main opponent, who is battering 
you in the opinion polls, is jailed for 
corruption. That’s what happened 
to former president Lula da Silva. 

But Bolsonaro really owes his 
success to social media. 

Two years before polling day, 
Bolsonaro’s opinion poll rating 
was 4 per cent, way behind Lula’s 
23 per cent. Then his son Carlos 
had the idea of marketing his

He 
cleverly won the support of the 
influential Evangelical church and 
began to rise in the polls. 

He even managed to turn an 
assassination attempt to his 
advantage. With his life hanging in 
the balance after he was stabbed 
at a rally, he broadcast from his 
hospital bed in a clear pitch to the 
sympathy vote. Worked, didn’t it? 

And what did we learn from all 
this? That if the Liberal Democrats 
could find a charismatic leader and 
a social media genius, they might 
surprise us all. 

A programme that tries to 
understand the British sense of 
humour must either have some 
new and profound things to say, or 
a string of good gags.

What causes 


QU ESTI 0 sunspot cycles? 


THE sunspot cycle, also known as the 
solar magnetic activity cycle, Schwabe or 
solar cycle, is an 11-year change in the 
sun’s activity driven by the flipping of 
the magnetic field. 

During the cycle, the sun’s magnetic 
field becomes increasingly erratic, its 
activity reaches a maximum and it 
reverses. The sun settles back down 
before it begins again. The current cycle 
began in December 2019. 

The cycle was identified in 1843 when 
German astronomer Samuel Heinrich 
Schwabe recorded the periodic variation 
in the average number of sunspots after 
17 years of solar observation. 

The sun’s core consists of dense, ionised 
(electrically charged) gas. This roiling, 
boiling plasma generates a powerful 
magnetic field. 

Like the Earth’s magnetic field, the sun 
has north and south poles. Its magnetic 
field is much more powerful but also 
messier and more changeable. Our 
magnetic field flips only every 200,000 to 
300,000 years. 

As it approaches solar maximum, just 
before the flip, its magnetic fields become 
increasingly complex and the fields loop 
around and cross each other, cutting 
each other off and reconnecting. 

This can cause a variety of changes on 
the photosphere, the sun’s outer shell 
from which light is radiated. 

There are an increased number of 
sunspots, dark areas of particularly 
strong magnetic forces. 

Sunspots are regions of reduced surface 
temperature caused by concentrations of 
magnetic flux that inhibit convection. 

They are indicators of overall increased 
solar irradiance — during solar 
maximum, this output grows by about 
0.07 per cent. 

Large numbers of sunspots suggest the 
onset of further mass ejection phenomena 
such as solar flares and coronal mass 
ejections. These phenomena involve 
gigantic explosions of energy. 

A solar flare is a tremendous explosion 
on the sun that happens when energy 
stored in twisted magnetic fields above 
the sunspots is expelled into space.

theoretically possible for a letter to have 
been delivered within two hours of 
posting, it required a particular set 
of circumstances. 

The only way to guarantee sending a 
message and receiving a reply within two 
hours would be with a telegram, which 
meant a visit to a main Post Office. 

It would be delivered to the recipient’s 
front door and they could dispatch a 
reply via the delivery boy. 

Before World War I, there were several 
postal collections each day from London 
pillar boxes. 

As well as morning and late afternoon, 
there were collections in the late morning 
and early afternoon. Most towns had a 
late collection from the central Post 
Office and sorting office. 

It was possible to post a letter on a 
mail train at one of London’s 
mainline stations. This was common at 
Euston on Friday evenings when people 
would post their pools coupons to 
Littlewoods in Liverpool. 

Postal deliveries in the capital were 
made in the early morning, mid-morning 
and early afternoon. 

So, it is feasible that a letter could be 
posted first thing in the morning, be 
collected, sorted and be back out of the 
sorting office in time for the mid- 
morning delivery — provided it was 
being delivered within the same town or 
city postal district. 

Mail was transported on the railways, 
not by road, with almost every train 
carrying bags of mail in the guard’s van. 

So it was feasible for an employee 
working in Central London to post a 
letter home when they arrived for work 
and for it to be delivered in the suburbs 
later that day. 

However, mail travelling between more 
distant towns and cities wasn’t usually 
delivered until the next day. 

Rural areas have always had less 
frequent collections and deliveries 
because of the large areas covered. 

World War I changed postal services. 
With so many postal workers serving in 
the Armed Forces and women being 
needed to work in more important 
industries, the number of collections 
and deliveries were reduced. They 
weren't reinstated when the war ended. 

There were further erosions to mail 
services during World War II.

Woodford savers set for £300m redress 


SAVERS who lost more than £1bn when 
Neil Woodford’s flagship investment 
fund collapsed are a step closer to get- 
ting £300m of redress. 

Thousands of customers were left out of 
pocket when Link Group - the firm 
responsible for supervising fund man- 
ager Woodford’s management of his 
funds - decided to suspend the / 
£3.7on Equity Income Fund in 2019 | 
and eventually close it down. 

Now the Financial Conduct 
Authority (FCA) has confirmed that 
Link could be on the hook for up to 
£306m in redress for customers. 

The watchdog said last night it 
has investigated the circum- 
stances leading to the col- 
lapse of the fund ‘and is likely

to seek to require Link to pay a financial 
penalty and/or consumer redress’. 
Meanwhile, Dye & Durham (D&D), a 
Canadian software company, is planning 
», to buy Link for £2.1bn. D&D said it had 
\ received a warning from the FCA, stat- 
ing that the City regulator would not 
approve the takeover unless D&D 
promised to cover any ‘restitution 
and/or redress payments’ which Link 
was ordered to pay. The FCA said 
, Link’s bill had been set at £306m as 
this ‘reflects the FCA’s current view 
of Link’s failings in managing 
the liquidity of the Wood- 
ford Equity Income Fund’. 
This is the first time that 


the City watchdog has confirmed it will 
penalise Link over its handling of the affair. 

The regulator said it was still open to 
ordering ‘other parties’ as well as Link to 
pay redress to customers. 

Sixty-two-year-old Woodford (pictured) 
himself was also understood to be a target 
of the FCA’s investigation. 

The FCA began a probe into the scandal 
shortly after the Equity Income Fund was 
shut in June 2019 - but Woodford savers 
are yet to hear the outcome.

THE pound has rallied 
back above $1.17 amid 
hopes that Britain may 
dodge a recession. 

Sterling climbed by around 
1lpe against the dollar after 
hitting a 37-year low of $1.14 
last week. 

The euro was also up against 
the greenback as the US cur- 
rency eased following strong 
gains this year. 

The rally in sterling came as 
figures from the Office for 
National Statistics showed the 
economy grew by 0.2pc in July 
following a 0.6pc slump in June. 

Output was boosted by the 
Women’s Euro 2022 football tour- 
nament, which England hosted 
and won. The figures raised 
hopes that recession can be 
avoided - or at least shortened. 

Daniel Mahoney, UK econo- 
mist at lender Handelsbanken, 
said July’s return to growth 
combined with Prime Minister 
Liz Truss’s energy bill cap meant 
it was now ‘very plausible that 
the UK will avoid a recession in 
the next 18 months’. 

Meanwhile, Germany faces 
recession as a dramatic rise in 
energy costs extinguishes the

chances of recovery from pan- 
demic lockdowns, according to 
the country’s leading economic 
think tank. The Ifo institute said 
it now expects the German econ- 
omy to contract by 0.3pc in 2023 
having previously forecast 3.7pc 
growth. It also bumped up its 
forecast for 2023 inflation by 6 
percentage points to 9.3pc. 

‘The cuts in gas supplies from 
Russia over the summer and the 
drastic price increases they trig- 
gered are wreaking havoc on the 
economic recovery following the 
coronavirus,’ said Timo Wollm- 
ershaeuser, head of Ifo’s eco- 
nomic forecasts. 

The first quarter of 2023 will be 
particularly rough for consumers 
as energy suppliers adjust prices 
in response to high procurement 
costs, driving inflation to around 
1l1pc, said the institute. 

The German economy grew 
slightly in the second quarter, 
propped up by household and 
government spending 

The UK isn’t completely out of 
the woods. July’s growth in out- 
put of 0.2pc fell short of experts’ 
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predictions of 0.3pc as activity in 
the manufacturing and construc- 
tion sectors continued to slow. 

The return to growth fuelled 
some economists’ hopes that 
the UK will now dodge a reces- 
sion, but others feared the lack- 
lustre figures meant the country 
was already embedded in a 
downturn.

Defined as two consecutive 
quarters of contracting output, 
a recession would be recorded if 
the economy shrank again 
between July and September, 
following the 0.1pce decline 
between April and June.

for July underlined the need for 
a plan for growth - one of the key 
proposals put forward by Truss. 
She began last week by capping 
annual energy bills at £2,500 for 
the typical household. 

Alice Hain, personal finance 
analyst at investment platform 
Bestinvest, said: ‘With the two- 
year freeze in energy bills sav- 
ing households £1,000 a year, 
the UK is expected to suffer a 
much milder recession than 
previously forecast.’ 

But Modupe Adegbembo, 
economist at AXA Investment 
Managers, said: ‘Whilst the 
[energy bill] package is set to 
reduce headline inflation, the 
boost to growth it will provide 
leaves the Bank of England with 
more to do to ensure inflation 
returns to target.’

FAT Face plans to open its first 
shops in Canada after its products 
proved to be a hit with shoppers.

after 8 years at Serco

RUPERT Soames is step- 
ping down as chief executive 
of Serco - after earning more 
than £30m during his eight 
years at the helm. 

The 63-year-old, who is Sir Win- 
ston Churchill’s grandson, is 
credited with turning around 
the fortunes of the outsourcing 
giant, which was mired in scan- 
dal when he took over in 2014. 

But Serco has also attracted criti- 
cism more recently over the profits it 
has earned from running Test and 
Trace centres during the pandemic. 

Soames said it was a ‘privilege’ to 
lead Serco and quipped: ‘It is now 
time for me to outsource myself.’ 

Shares fell 6.8pc, or 12.2p, to 168p 
after the announcement. 

Soames will step down at the end 
of this year but will stay on as an 
adviser before retiring from the 
company in September 2023. 

Serco employs 25,000 in the UK 
and 55,000 globally, operating in the 
US and Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, Hong Kong and the Middle

not to update 
their iPhones

COUTTS has warned customers not 
to update the operating systems 
on their iPhones due to a problem 
with its online banking service. 

The blue-blooded lender, which 
counted the late Queen as a client 
and still banks for the rest of the 
Royal Family, sent an email to its 
customers on Saturday asking 
them to take the unusual step of 
turning off automatic updates on 
their phones. It said they may lose 
access to their Coutts digital serv- 
ices if they upgraded to iOS 16, 
Apple’s biggest update to the 
iPhone since 2020 which was 
released yesterday. 

Several customers were alarmed 
by the message from NatWest- 
owned Coutts, pointing out that 
updates often contain important 
security features as well as fixes 
to bugs and vulnerabilities. 

The boss of one City firm who 
banks with Coutts told the Daily 
Mail that various systems which 
he uses for work will only function 
when the latest version of Apple’s 
operating system is installed. 

‘In short, as a customer of Coutts 
| have a choice of either having 
access to my work or having 
access to my bank account,’ he 
said. ‘The problem with not 
upgrading to latest operating sys- 
tems is that you open up cyber 
security risk for the individual and 
also, if linked, to your company. 

‘| am amazed that this has hap- 
pened and that a major part of 
the NatWest group - who as eve- 
ryone knows operate the new 
King’s account - cannot supply a 
digital service once Apple upgrade 
their operating system.’ 

A spokesman for Coutts said: ‘A 
new version of the Coutts app is 
now available in the app store. 

‘Clients are being asked to 
update their app before down- 
loading iOS 16.’

Light at end of the tunnel 


HEN we're living through 
such great adversity, it is 
a fool’s game making 
bold forecasts about 
the economy. 

Yet reading the tea leaves, there are 
enough tentative signs coming through 
on the economic front that suggest we 
may avoid a recession, certainly the 
deep recession that so many doomsay- 
ers have been predicting. 

The first sign came with the latest Office 
for National Statistics data for July’s GDP 
which showed the economy grew by 0.2pc, 
after a sharp drop in June, partly due to the 
extra bank holidays for the Queen’s Jubilee. 

By far the biggest contributor to growth 
was the services sector, which was boosted 
by England hosting - and winning - the 
Women’s Euro 2022 tournament. 

While next week’s bank holiday for the 
Queen’s funeral will have an impact on Sep- 
tember’s figures, most economists reckon it 
will be minimal. Even so, most predict the 
public holiday could hit GDP by 0.2pc because 
of the period of mourning, which suggests 
that over the July to September period we 
could be close to technical recession terri- 
tory - two quarters of shrinking output. 

Between April and June, the economy 
shrank by 0.1pc. If you take July’s small

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growth and, by all accounts, a miserable 
month of August as several surveys point to 
weak production and muted demand as 
cost of living outstrips disposable incomes, 
this quarter could be tight. 

On the plus side is the massive emergency 
package to cap energy prices announced by 
Liz Truss last week, but overshadowed by 
Her Majesty’s death. By choosing a cap 
rather than handouts or grants, the package 
should squeeze down inflation but also give 
consumers a little more confidence. They 
may even dip into their lockdown savings. 

Truss and Chancellor Kwasi Kwarteng are 
due to reverse the recent 1.25 percentage- 
point rise in national insurance in the emer- 
gency budget due later this month, which 
should also help keep up the better spirits. 
It’s important too that the Bank of England 
doesn’t overshoot and put up interest rates 


too sharply. On a broader front, Ukraine’s 
recapturing of occupied territory from the 
Russians in the most astonishing counter- 
offensive in Kharkiv province is also raising 
hopes of a potential resolution to the crisis. 

European natural gas prices fell to their 
lowest in a month on hopes that President 
Putin will no longer be able to leverage 
prices against the West. Futures contracts 
are now down nearly 10 per cent. 

Whatever the specific reason, there is 
undoubtedly a brighter feel to sentiment in 
the financial markets, here and in Europe. 

The pound climbed against the dollar and 
the stock market saw strong gains. 

There is another, more emotional, but 
powerful reason which may be giving inves- 
tors — particularly overseas ones - more 
confidence. The last few days have reminded 
them of the extraordinary inner strength of 
the British constitution, which has seen the 
most seamless transfer of the monarchy 
from Queen Elizabeth II to King Charles III 
without, so far, as much as a hiccup. 

That’s worth a dime or two.

CUADOR could face 
being kicked out of 
the World Cup after 
Sportsmail obtained 
new audio evidence 
which appears to contain a 
shocking admission from 
one of their players of using 


a false birth certificate. 

The admission by Byron 
Castillo was made in an official 
investigation by the Ecuador 
Football Federation (FEF) that 
was then allegedly covered up. 

The revelation comes days 
before FIFA’s appeals commis- 
sion are due to rule on the matter 
and could alter the identity of 
Qatar’s opponents in the first 
game of the World Cup — and 
who England will face in the last 
16. Chile hope to replace Ecuador 
in the event they are docked 
qualifying points. 

An extraordinary story involving 
alleged fake identities centres on 
whether Castillo, a right back who 
made eight appearances in World 
Cup qualifying, was born in Ecua- 
dor or Colombia. 

In a new piece of evidence that 
will send shockwaves through 
South American football and 
create a major headache for FIFA, 
Sportsmail today reveals an audio 
recording of an interview Castillo 
gave to investigators four years 
ago, in which he: 

Clearly states he was born in 
1995 as opposed to the 1998 date 
given on his Ecuadorian birth 
certificate; 

Gives his full name as Bayron 
Javier Castillo Segura, matching 
the details of his Colombian birth 
certificate, rather than the name 
on the Ecuador certificate, Byron 
David Castillo Segura; 

Describes in detail leaving the 
Colombian city of Tumaco for 
San Lorenzo in Ecuador to 
pursue a career in football; 

Names an Ecuadorian busi- 
nessman who provided him with 
a new identity. 

The recording reportedly comes 
from a formal interview con- 
ducted by the head of the FEF’s 
investigative commission with 
Castillo in 2018. Sportsmail has 
also seen a letter outlining the 
conclusions of the investigative 
commission, which were 
delivered to the FEF’s president 
and disciplinary commission in 
December 2018. 

The letter states that Castillo is 
a Colombian national who was 
born in Tumaco in 1995, as well as 
attaching relevant documents 
and audio. Despite this, the FEF 
officially ruled that Castillo was 
an Ecuadorian citizen in 2019. It’s 
understood their position remains 
that he was born in Ecuador. 

FIFA, who are due to give their 
verdict on the case on Thursday, 
have been investigating Castillo 
since April when they received an 
complaint from the Chilean FA, 
who claimed that he was ineligi- 
ble to represent Ecuador as he is 
a Colombian citizen who entered 
Ecuador as an illegal immigrant. 

Qatar are due to play Ecuador 
on November 20 so removing 
them from the World Cup at this 
late stage would be a major 
embarrassment for FIFA, who in 
June dismissed Chile’s complaint

saying he's really from Colombia 
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Castillo helps 
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qualify for 
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Discrepancies: the Colombian document names Bayron Javier Castillo Segura, born in 1995, and 
matches the recording of Castillo, while Ecuador’s version calls him Byron David, born in 1998 


with a ruling that Castillo was 
born in Ecuador. The recording 
was not presented in the June 
hearing. 

Chile believe Castillo was born 
in Tumaco, Colombia, in 1995, 
whereas his passport states that 
he was born in 1998 in General 
Villamil, Ecuador. 

There are two birth certificates 
registering slightly different 
names which are published by 
Sportsmail today — one from 
Colombia (Bayron Javier Castillo 
Segura) and another from 
Ecuador (Byron David Castillo 
Segura). 

The date of birth on the 
Colombian certificate is July 25, 
1995 and the Ecuadorian 
certificate it is November 10, 1998. 
Doubts over Castillo’s identity 
emerged in 2015 when his pro- 


posed transfer from Norte Amer- 
ica to fellow Ecuadorian club 
Emelec collapsed due to ‘irregu- 
larities’ in his documentation. 

In 2018 Norte America were sus- 
pended by the FEF after being 
found guilty of sponsoring and 
benefitting from players’ falsified 
documents, which led the FEF to 
set up an independent investiga- 
tive commission to examine the 
issue of fake passports being used 
in clubs across the country. 

The interview with Castillo in 
which he appears to admit that 
his documents are fake took place 
in Ecuador in December 2018. He 
is asked by the investigator, 
‘When exactly were you born?’ to 
which he replies, ‘In ’95.’ The 
investigator’s next questions is, 
‘And which year does the ID 
have?’ and the response is, ‘98’. 


Castillo is then asked, ‘What are 
your real names?’ to which he 
answers, ‘Bayron Javier Castillo 
Segura’. Castillo goes on to 
describe leaving his home in 
Tumaco for San Lorenzo, which 
is located 50 miles over the 
border in Ecuador. 

‘I crossed the border because 
teams from Tumaco play in San 
Lorenzo,’ Castillo says. ‘I went to 
do some trials in San Lorenzo. I 
never got picked for any of the 
teams at those trials, but my 
friend who was picked never 
turned up so I went instead. 

‘I went home, told my parents 
that I have to go, but we didn’t 
have any money. And I started 
crying. So my Dad said maybe 
another time. My mum was 
worried, she didn’t want to do 
this to me. I was worried. (Then) 


my Dad left around seven, he 
came back at 11 or 12, with money, 
20,000 Colombian pesos. With 
that I travelled to San Lorenzo. 

‘I arrived and I didn’t know how 
to fix things. They said we are 
going to help you. I needed help. 
I came here because I wanted to 
help my family. I arrived and 
started playing without any 
problem, oblivious. And just now 
I see all the problems come up.’ 

The recording will put pressure 
on FIFA to take action, as well as 
raising questions for the FEF, 
who appear to have ignored the 
findings of their own investiga- 
tion. Castillo has never addressed 
the issue of his nationality, but 
has been asked to appear via 
video link by FIFA to answer their 
questions. It is not known 
whether he intends to attend. 

In addition to Castillo’s birth 
date admission and move to San 
Lorenzo, there is documentary 
evidence which indicates he was 

_ born in Colombia. 
Chile’s FA have obtained 
a baptism certificate 
_™ from Tumaco in the 
name 

~~ Bayron Javier Castillo 
Segura, but one does 
not exist in the name of 
Byron David Castillo Segura. The 
birth certificate of Colombia has 
been validated by the birth 
registry and ministry for foreign 
relations, but the birth certificate 
of Ecuador was not recognised by 

the country’s civil register. 

In addition, the signature of his 
father Harrinson Jose Castillo in 
the Ecuadorian document does 
not correspond to the signature 
in the Colombian document. In 
2018 a report from the General 
Director of the Civil Register in 
Ecuador declared that Castillo’s 
Ecuadorian birth certificate did 
not exist in its internal records, 
and concluded it was false. 

Chile are hoping to replace 
Ecuador if they are thrown out of 
the World Cup, as Castillo played 
against them in two qualifying 
games from which they took just 
one point. 

If FIFA follow recent precedent 
by awarding two 3-0 victories in 
the event of their complaint 
against Ecuador being upheld, 
Chile would move up from sev- 
enth to fourth in the South Amer- 
ican qualifying competition ahead 
of Peru on goal difference, which 
would see them earn a place in 
Qatar. Peru are the other poten- 
tial beneficiaries if Ecuador are 
simply expelled with all their 
matches forfeited, as they fin- 
ished fifth in the table. 

It is also possible that Italy 
could be given a back-door route 
to the World Cup if Ecuador are 
expelled, as they are the highest- 
ranked team who did not qualify. 

In 2016 Bolivia were stripped of 
four World Cup points for fielding 
an ineligible defender Nelson 
Cabrera, who had previously rep- 
resented Paraguay, with Chile 
and Peru both awarded 3-0 
victories as a result. FIFA and 
FEF declined to comment. 
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Worcester insist 
show will go on 
after ‘agreeing 
takeover deal’ 


WORCESTER’S owners last night 
agreed terms for the sale of the 
financially stricken club, subject to 
legal confirmation. 

Staff were informed by managing 
director Peter Kelly that final 
terms on the deal were being 
ironed out and an internal update 
would follow. It remains unclear 
whether the sale would lead to the 
departure of co-owners Colin 
Goldring and Jason Whittingham, 
or whether the investment would 
allow for them to stay at Sixways. 

In an email seen by Sportsmail, 
Kelly explains that after a ‘produc- 
tive day’, the sale had been agreed 
in principle with an unknown 
‘interested party’. 

It is understood that the buyers 
are not the consortium fronted by 
former chief executive Jim O’Toole, 
which had been prepared to take 
control of the Warriors subject to 
the club being placed into admin- 
istration to help reduce debts of 
nearly £30million. 

Crucially, it appears that funds 
are in place, ready for immediate 
investment to ease Worcester’s 
plight. Kelly’s email added: ‘The 
buyers have agreed to deposit a 
substantial amount of money in 
our account which will cover 
all wages owed and the funds 
enabling the games to go ahead at 
the weekend.’ 

Steve Diamond’s Warriors are 
due to take on Exeter at Sixways 
on Sunday, but the match-day 
costs involved in staging a game 
had left the fixture in doubt.

STRANGE that there are those 
who attend sport, love sport, 
yet still don’t appreciate that 
sport has rules.

PREMIER LEAGUE clubs are 
increasingly insistent that 
referees conduct post-match 
interviews to explain their 
decisions and mistakes after 

the game. 

There is one problem with this: 
who says they made mistakes? 
The presumption here, from 
managers and players too, is that 
referees will accept 
responsibility under questioning 
— although quite what good this 
will do, beyond vengeful 
vindication for the supposedly 
wronged club, has never been 


explained. Yet take West Ham’s 
disallowed goal at Chelsea, a 
judgment the majority of 
observers saw as erroneous. 
What if the referee does not 
agree? What if Andy Madley 
comes before the cameras and 
sticks by it? Says that Jarred 
Gillett, the VAR, drew his 
attention to a foul he had missed 
and he stands by that decision? 
How many times is the replay 
reviewed before we accept he 
has simply made a call that differs 
to ours? It’s an interview, not an 
Inquisition. We can’t torture 


Officials like heretics until they 
recant. Throw it open to the 
studio, get the guests involved, 
it’s an argument that goes 
absolutely nowhere unless the 
referee is prepared to change his 
mind. And, even if he does, then 
what? The game has gone, the 
final whistle has blown. 

So while the event itself would be 
modern and new — and television 
would love it because it makes 
them the centre of the universe 
again — in terms of benefit for 
the game, there is little.

They know this at Liverpool most 
of all because a vicious circle of vile 
disrespect has been allowed to 
taint commemorations of the dead 
of Hillsborough and Munich. 

It hardly matters who started it

supposed victim mentality and 
gestures signifying a plane crash 
are common whenever the Man- 
chester United fixture is played. 

It is unedifying, upsetting — and if 
the minute’s silence was tarnished 
tonight it would further risk pariah 
status. And who wants that? 

No one likes us, we don’t care, 
became a rallying cry at Millwall, 
but is it really true? 

Every club seeks appreciation, 
respect, if not love, from neutral 
observers. Imagine the horrible 
vortex of abuse between Manches- 
ter United and Liverpool replicated 
at every ground? What purpose 
would it serve? 


ND, yes, there’s 50,000 

people in the stadium. It 

is hard to vouch for the 

common sense, empathy 
and sobriety of them all. 

At the Theatre Royal, Bath, on 
Friday, during the minute’s 
Silence it was possible to observe 
four people in the stalls who 
remained seated. 

One of them was also the loudest 
and most demonstrative audience 
member when the production 
concluded, so maybe she just liked 
being noticed.

‘My thoughts are with the 
Queen’s family as they come to 
terms with their personal loss, as 
well as those here and around the 
world who will mourn her death,’ 
wrote Jeremy Corbyn.

ARE are the

Conte said the selection dilemma 
isn’t causing him sleepless nights, 
adding: ‘I think every manager 
likes this kind of problem. 

‘For sure I have the possibility to 
pick three important players and 
know that I have another player 
on the bench who is ready to 
come on and help us, like in the 
last game against Marseille. 

‘It was 0-0, I decided to put 
Kulusevski into the pitch and to 
keep also the three strikers to 
become more offensive.

T SAID everything about 

England’s dynamic new 

approach to the oldest form 

of the game that Ollie Pope 

tried to reverse ramp Marco 
Jansen for six to win the final 
Test and this series. 

Instead of making contact the ball hit 
his wrist and then helmet but the broad 
grin on Ben Stokes’ face on the balcony 
was all that was needed to give approval 
to Pope’s audacity. 

Even now not everybody gets it — in 
the Sky commentary box Shaun Pollock 
was heard to lament ‘can’t they just be 
orthodox with six runs left’ — but what 
England have done this summer has 
been transformative, breathless and 
quite brilliant. 

Yes, there will be times when they 
stubbornly insist on doing it their way 
when all logic points to the conventional, 
like their manic pursuit of quick runs in 
the first innings here when they could 
have sensibly batted South Africa 
out of the game. 

But the restorative effect at 
a time when the red ball 
game is under threat like 
never before cannot be 
over-estimated and both 
Stokes and Brendon 
McCullum deserve 
immense credit for 
bucking the franchise 
trend and throwing 
their heart and soul into 
Test cricket. 

Six wins in seven Tests 
this summer, all against 
top-quality opposition in New 
Zealand, India and South Africa, 
is transformation enough after that 
run of one victory in 17 Tests that saw 
England reach their nadir with defeat in 
the Caribbean. 

But the way they have done it, 
rewriting the Test playbook as they went, 
has been extraordinary, albeit with the 
last instalment of the summer played at 
such a frantic speed that it was effectively 
white-ball cricket in white clothing. 

It should be said South Africa’s batting 
has been quite dreadful. They betrayed 
their negative mindset going into this 
match when they refused the ECB’s 
attempts to add an extra day after the 
first had been lost to rain and the second 
called off following the Queen’s passing. 

Then their fallibility showed why that

extra day was never going to be needed 
anyway. How appropriate Stokes was 
named England’s player of the series. 

What a leader he has shown himself to 
be, both by example and man- 
management, and how refreshing it is that 
England’s key player should turn his 
back on the IPL and the Hundred, and 
even 50-over cricket, to prioritise Tests. 

Stokes was a little tetchy when asked by 

Mark Butcher during the presentation 
after England’s nine-wicket win if he was 
selling himself a little short by batting 
too aggressively. Clearly he will carry on 
doing it his way, setting the selfless tone, 
and he has earned the right to do so both 
with his results and his Herculean efforts 
with bat and ball. 
It was appropriate, too, that Ollie 
Robinson should be player of 
the match here after taking

/ Not since Michael Vaughan’s 
team won all seven Tests in 2004 
have England had a summer like this. 
Vaughan went on to lift the Ashes the 
following year in the most fabled triumph 
of them all and next year’s series is sud- 
denly a much more enticing prospect. 

Can England beat Australia this way? 
Why not? It will be harder against their 
attack but they have done it against just 
as potent a South African one. 

Backing their players and taking away 
fear of failure is at the heart of England’s 
approach and how delighted they will be 
that Zak Crawley came good at last after 
he was backed like few players have ever 
been through a dismal run.

Ben Duckett, added to this squad as 
cover when Jonny Bairstow was injured, 
is an opening alternative to Lees while 
Keaton Jennings and Dan Lawrence 
could provide batting depth. 

England also have a tough decision to 
make on a second spinner because it is 
by no means certain Moeen Ali will come 
out of Test retirement after all to back 
up Jack Leach. There are also doubts 
over whether Matt Parkinson is good 
enough at the highest level. 

One thing that can be guaranteed is 
England will not repeat their mistake of 
the Caribbean in leaving both Jimmy 
Anderson and Stuart Broad out. Broad 
may be missing from Pakistan because 
his first child is due, but he will be back in 
New Zealand next year, while Anderson 
looks like he can go on for ever. 

Perhaps the biggest compliment to 
Stokes is that both have fully bought 
into his methods and are playing with 
the enthusiasm of teenagers. 

Alastair Cook and Joe Root had times 
when they found the big two difficult to 
manage on the field and their absence in 
the West Indies did have something to 
do with their personalities being a bit 
big for the captain to handle. 

But Stokes has made a mockery of 
that. Just as he has made a mockery of 
those who feared the captaincy might 


break him. It has been the making of “ 


him — and his methods have been the 
making of the new England.
